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Brit astronaut eves new frontiers

SPACE exploration is vital for the sur¬ 
vival of the human race, says 
astronaut Piers Sellers. 

In an exclusive interview with Kent on 
Sunday, the former Kent schoolboy tells 
how the moon landing, 40 years ago this 
week, changed his life and he revealed how 
he hoped to live long enough to see a man 
on Mars. 

Speaking from the Johnson Space 
Centre in Houston, Texas, 54-year-old 
Dr Sellers warned that it was time 
to “get serious” in developing 
new technology to discover the 
fate of other planets that may 
once have contained life. 

“I think it is everyone’s 
dream to put people and more 
robots on Mars,” he said. “Tb 
planet had an ocean two bil

lion years ago, a pretty good thick warm atmos¬ 
phere and all the conditions for life. 

“We need to thoroughly explore the place to 
see if anything did happen there all that time 
ago. So I’m hoping I’ll live long enough to 
see people on Mars and see what they 
find - it is very exciting.” 

He said: “I honestly believe that 
in 1,000 years from now when 
people ask What happened in 
the 20th century?’ the moon 
landings will be the number one 
historical item schoolchildren 
will learn about.”

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Alcohol treatment for mum who drove drunk 


A MUM who picked her daughter up from 
school while four times over the drink drive 
alcoholic limit has escaped jail. 

Mum Kalia Scarman, 35, was seen stagger¬ 
ing out of her car and falling over as she put 
her child in a special front seat at Pilgrim’s 
Way School, Canterbury, 

Worried parents alerted police, who arrived 
at her home in Prospect Hill, Heme Bay, to 


find she was four times over the drink drive 
limit. Scarman told them she’d driven to the 
school and back without any problems. 

She said: “I didn’t have any problems getting 
to or from the school. I didn’t think I was drunk. 
I wouldn’t have driven if I thought I was.” 

Anton Walden,defending, said Scarman 
had been under stress because her 
second child had been in various hosp¬ 


itals because he hadn’t been feeding properly. 

Sentencing Scarman to a 90-day prison 
sentence suspended for two years, chairman 
of the bench Heather Maple said: “This is a 
very serious case.” 

She was given a two-year community order 
to include six months alcohol treatment and 
banned from driving for three years. 

Scarman was also ordered to pay £60 costs. 


Protest report slams 
police search tactics

ONE of Kent’s top police chiefs has 
responded to an official review that 
criticises the force’s blanket use of 
stop and search powers at the King- 
snorth Climate Camp as “dispro¬ 
portionate and counterproductive”. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams is 
tasked with ensuring the recommendations 
made in the report by South Yorkshire Police 
into the force’s handling of the 10-day envi¬ 
ronmental protest last summer are met. 

More than 8,000 searches were carried out 
on protestors at the demonstration against 
energy giant E.ON’s plans for a new coal- 
fired power plant at the Hoo Peninsula site in 
a policing operation that cost £5.3million. 

The review was published along with 
another inquiry by the National Policing 
Improvement Agency (NPIA) and both criti¬ 
cise the use of stop and search tactics, the 
“command confusion” and question officers’ 
knowledge of public order legislation. 

But campaigners from the Climate Camp 
for Action, which organised the demonstra¬ 
tion, said the report failed to address the real 
problems, which they see as the heavy-hand¬ 
ed policing of the climate protest. 

ACC Adams said: ‘We have accepted the 
recommendations. We are as keen as anyone 
to learn lessons... take them forward and 
make sure they are implemented. 

“Some we are already doing. On the July 4 
protest at Kingsnorth we made extensive use 
of the ‘conflict management model’ and 
policed that proportionately to the threat and 
the risk. We did not use stop and search.” 

The reports released this week come after 
the force has faced constant criticism about 
the policing of Climate Camp, which has 
included allegations of aggression, intimida-

tion and the use of sleep deprivation tactics 
such as playing loud music through the night. 

Kent Police was forced to apologise after a 
national newspaper investigation found offi¬ 
cers had put journalists covering the protest 
under surveillance. They also admitted it had 
been a mistake to blast-out a message from a 
low-flying helicopter at a group including 
families saying that if they did not disperse 
police horses, dogs and long-handled batons 
would be “used against them”. 

Asked if some officers at the climate protest 
should be ashamed of their actions, ACC 
Adams said: “The important thing is to recog¬ 
nise that in addition to the report there is a 
national debate about the policing of protests 
to determine how people can demonstrate 
their views but also how the law is upheld.” 


More than 1,400 officers were drafted in 
from 24 forces around the country for the 
protest involving around 1,500 environmen¬ 
talists, politicians, families and academics. 

The report states that “huge amounts of 
property were seized” but only 2,000 of the 
stop and search forms were filled in properly. 

“The fact so many forms were submitted in 
such poor quality also raises questions regard¬ 
ing the effectiveness of supervision and also 
the overall knowledge of police powers which 
was felt to be lacking”, the report found. 

ACC Adams said the force could not com¬ 
ment on the stop and search aspects of the 
reports because of judicial review proceedings 
brought by three campaigners. 

South Yorkshire police said: “The widescale 
deployment of stop and search tactics... was 
disproportionate and counter productive” and 
illustrated “the risk that stems from an 
absence of a tactical plan and a demonstrable 
lack of strategic clarity”. 

However, although critical, the report high¬ 
lighted some good practice and found the 
operation successful because it had stopped 
protestors breaking into the power station 
and disrupting power supplies. 

Sarah Home, a member of the Climate 
Camp’s legal team, said: “The report does con¬ 
tain some mild criticism of Kent Police, sug¬ 
gesting they could have done better at assess¬ 
ing the situation before launching such a mas¬ 
sive, multi-million pound policing operation. 

“This is an enormous understatement. The 
camp represented no threat to the public... 
Despite this, Kent Police ran a huge operation 
involving thousands of stops and searches, 
confiscations, violence and harassment 
against people attending a legal protest camp.” 

ACC Adams added: ‘With the Kingsnorth 
protest the majority were perfectly law abid¬ 
ing members of the community who wanted 
to lawfully protest. But it was an unlawful 
mass protest. Some people had indicated they 
wanted to break into Kingsnorth power sta¬ 
tion... we would have been foolish to allow 
that to happen.”

“The men I work with are more 
interested in the other girls in their 
bikinis. I’m just another lad.” 

Today L/Cpl Hodge is a clerk with the 
Adjutant General’s Corps but at the 
time of receiving her bravery award she 
was serving with the 1st Battalion The 
Royal Anglian Regiment. 

She received the honour for her 
quick-thinking after the vehicle in 


which she was travelling overturned, 
giving an Iraqi insurgent time to 
grab two rifles and threaten her and 
her comrades. 

However, he did not bank on L/Cpl 
Hodge punching him to enable her to 
retrieve the guns. 

Monday’s final was the second 
reached by the part-time model, who 
said in her application for this year’s 
competition that she tries to make 
everyone she meets smile. 

She added: “I never take life or myself 
too seriously and I think I’m quite a 
friendly and approachable person. 

“I feel I’m a very determined, 
strong-minded and career-focused 
woman and am keen to promote this to 
the youth of today. 

“I want to show them that if you 
set your mind to it then nothing 
is impossible. 

“By no stretch of the imagination do I 
believe I am the most beautiful girl in 
England, but for me this is not what 
Miss England is about. I think the win¬ 
ner should be beautiful on the inside as 
well, and I’m keen to show girls today 
that looks aren’t everything.” 

L/Cpl Hodge was one of three Kent 
girls who made it through to the Miss 
England finals. 

Twenty-year-old University of Kent 
student Ezanne Redelinghuys got 
there by winning Miss Sittingbourne, 
while Yasmin Pearce, 19, from 
Longfield near Gravesend, represented 
Champneys Health Resorts at the 
competition. 


Heartfelt plea 
to catch killer 

THE pregnant lover of murdered football 
coach Ryan Musgrove sobbed as she appealed 
for help in finding the gunman who destroyed 
her family. 

Heartbroken Kelly McGahan, 28, made her 
appeal as police released details of the man 
they are hunting. 

Miss McGahan, who is expecting the dead 
man’s child, said: “Ryan was a family man, he 
lived for his children. Someone has taken him 
away from us and destroyed our lives.” 

Mr Musgrove, 36, who had two children from 
a previous marriage to Lisa Girton was 
attacked at Sparrows Den playing fields in 
West Wickham, near Bromley, a week last 
Thursday. 

The gunman, described as white, athletically 
built and aged between 18 and 30, cycled down 
a hill before emerging from a hedge and firing 
shots at Mr Musgrove, who was 10 feet away. 
He was dressed all in black and wore a white 
surgical-style mask and goggles as he shot her 
partner three times.

Powercut turns out 
lights on businesses 


KENT County Council is to set up a new 
response unit following reports some firms 
may go bust as a result of recent power cuts. 

Loss of power to computers, telephones and 
lighting meant many businesses were 
unable to open for several days this week, 
leaving several already struggling against the 
recession staring even deeper into the red. 

Cabinet member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic development Cllr Kevin Lynes said it 
was important that lessons were learned 
from the cuts. 

He proposes setting up a strategy to ensure 
firms are provided with transport to sites 
offering emergency computer, telephone and 
broadband access. 

He said: “If a bomb went off at Ebbsfleet 
then there are obviously emergency proce¬ 


dures in place, but there is nothing to help 
firms that may be affected from going out of 
business. In the recession I don’t know of 
many businesses that could afford to just 
shut up shop for four days.”

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Strict swine flu controls keep school groups confined to hotel for seven days 


Kent students 
quarantined 
during China 
exchange trip

PUPILS from four Kent schools 
were among those caught up in 
the swine flu hotel quarantine 
scare in China. 

The groups arrived in the country on a 
cultural visit but were confined to their 
hotels by Chinese authorities who feared 
they may have been in contact with other 
pupils who had contracted the disease. 

The staff and pupils were from Sir Roger 
Manwood’s in Sandwich; New Line 
Learning Academy, Maidstone; Simon 
Langton Girls’ Grammar, Canterbury; and 
Tonbridge Grammar. 

However, after quarantine they were 
allowed to continue with their trip and suf¬ 
fered no ill-effects. 

The trips were organised by the British 
Council and the Specialist Schools and 
Academies Trust. 

Both bodies said the pupils were extreme¬ 
ly well treated and now free to get on with 
their programme. 

A Chinese health ministry official said: 
“The quarantine periods were a precaution¬ 
ary measure after swine flu cases were 
detected among some British visitors.” 

China’s efforts to limit the spread of the 
virus are among the strictest in the world. 

In some cases officials in masks, or haz¬ 
ardous material suits, board planes with 


LATEST figures for swine flu in Kent show just 
over 50 cases in every 100,000 people, or one in 
2 , 000 . 

The rate of people reporting flu-like symp¬ 
toms to their GP within the West Kent Primary 
Care Trust was 51 per every 100,000 people.

temperature gauges they point at passen¬ 
gers’ foreheads. If a passenger is later diag¬ 
nosed with swine flu, anyone who was seat¬ 
ed within three rows is traced. Those quar¬ 
antined get to leave if they are well seven 
days from the date they landed. Beijing has 
been accused in the past of not acting quick¬ 
ly enough to combat the spread of diseases, 
especially the 2003 global outbreak of Sars. 

International health experts say the 
Chinese were chastened by that experience 
and subsequent threats from bird flu and 
the government this time has acted quickly 
and decisively to tackle any outbreak. 

But some measures have been criticised 
as excessive, including quarantining people 
who were near swine flu cases, and bans on 
imports of pork. China defended the steps 
as necessary to slow the spread of the dis¬ 
ease in the world’s most populous nation.

‘Use new service to lift 
pressure on our GPs’ 


A NEW telephone and online service for 
swine flu has been launched to take the 
pressure off GPs and allow patients to be 
treated more quickly, writes Jenna 
Pudelek. 

The service, which is the first of its kind in 
the world and can handle a million calls a 
day, was launched on Thursday as latest 
figures showed 100,000 confirmed cases of 
the H1N1 virus in the past week. 

NHS West Kent’s flu ‘tsar’ Sharon Jones 
said: “GPs have been fantastic, but they 
have been very, very busy. 

“In west Kent they are getting up to an 
additional 50 calls per day. 

“A lot of these are from the worried well, or 
those who have very mild symptoms and can 
self-treat at home. The National Pandemic 
Flu Service is veiy welcome for GPs.” 

It is also hoped the service will stop peo¬ 
ple flooding A&E and minor injury units. 

“We have not had a significant amount of 
hospital admissions with swine flu in Kent 
because it is still relatively mild,” Mrs Jones 


said. “The majority of activity has been on 
out-of-hours services, GPs, A&E and minor 
injury units.” 

Mrs Jones is on a sixth-month second¬ 
ment from her role as chief operating officer 
for west Kent community health services to 
to oversee the primary care trust’s pandem¬ 
ic response. 

She urged people to use the new service 
for swine flu: ‘We would remind everyone 
there are a lot of very sick people out there 
with issues other than swine flu and to 
think about how GPs’ time can be best used 
for the greater good. 

“A lot of the measures people can take are 
really simple but effective, things such as 
good hand hygiene and following the ‘catch 
it, kill it, bin it’ advice.” 

Anyone with flu-like symptoms should 
visit www.directgov.co.uk/pandemicflu or 
call 0800 1513 100. 

People with existing medical conditions, 
pregnant women and children under one 
year old should still contact a GP.

“For now we need to con¬ 
tinue to explore space 
while fixing our own prob¬ 
lems like the climate at 
home. NASA has launched 
a ton of satellites to keep 
an eye on the climate to 
ward off surprises.” 

He said: “Sometimes I 
wish I had been bom 500 
years later, when people 
will be zipping around 
between stars. 

“I feel like a guy with his dugout canoe right 
now. They used to dream about flying around the 
continents like we do now. In 500 years we will all 
be running around the galaxy.” 

Piers Sellers was bom just over the Kent border 
in Crowborough and was educated at Cranbrook 
School until 1973, after which time he earned a 
degree in ecological science from the University of 
Edinburgh. 

Dr Sellers, who is married to Mandy and has 
two grown-up children in their early 20s, made 
his last space walk three years ago this month. 

He has flown two space-shuttle missions into 
Earth’s orbit and completed six space walks. The 
doctor is due to make probably his last flight next 
May before the shuttle programme is scrapped. 

In its place will be Orion, like the old Apollo pro¬ 
gramme, using capsules but holding six crew 
members, twice the number of the moonshots. Its

mission will be to carry an integrated cargo carri¬ 
er to deliver maintenance and assembly hardware, 
including spare parts for space-station systems. 

Dr Sellers said: “We are working really, really 
hard here. We are tiying to finish off the space sta¬ 
tion before the end of next year, so we are trying to 
fly off all the remaining shuttle missions by then. 

“The lights are burning late here because there is 
so much that needs doing. It’s all good fim, though.” 

He also confirmed the shuttle would be retired 
at the end of next year, saying: “The three remain¬ 
ing shuttles will all go off to museums so people 
can seem them up close and personal. 

“Then we will be flying to the space station 
using the Russian spacecraft Soyuz for a few 
years, and then the next US spacecraft will come 
online and that will be Orion. 

“This is a conventional rocket capsule that looks 
like a very large Apollo. The shuttle was designed

to take things in and out of lower Earth orbit 
and it has done that successfully. But it is a 
fragile technology and quite expensive to 
operate.” 

Dr Sellers was just 14 when Neil 
Armstrong made history by becoming the 
first man on the moon on July 20,1969. 

Now a veteran of more than 559 hours in 
space, he said the historic event had a big 
influence on his life. 

Dr Sellers said: “It still knocks me out. It 
was such a wonderful scene and it had such 
a huge effect on me personally. 

“I honestly believe that in a thousand years 


from now when people ask What happened 
in the 20th century?’, that will be the number 
one historical item kids will learn about. 

“The beginning of space exploration and 
the landing on the moon was an unbelievable 
achievement. 

“I know there are flat-earth people out 
there who believe it was faked. I really don’t 
have much respect for them.” 


Piers Sellers has retained strong ties 
with his old school. 

On his first space flight aboard 
Atlantis in October 2002, he took a copy 
of Cranbrook School’s charter, which 
was signed by his fellow astronauts and 
then presented to the school. 

The school’s observatory, built in 2005, 
is named after him.

Archbishop returns

A CRIMINAL who went on the run during his 
trial has finally been jailed for three years. 

Unemployed Lee Balchin, from East Mailing, 
was sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court after 
previously pleading guilty to a house burglary. 

The court heard the 38-year-old stole two gar¬ 
den strimmers, a games console and jewellery 
from a house in Maidstone, in May last year. 

Police were forced to hunt Balchin down after 
he avoided an earlier sentencing hearing, know¬ 
ing he would be thrown behind bars for his crime. 

The judge sentenced Balchin to 32 months in 
prison for burglary and a further four months for 
absconding during the previous hearing. 

Stunning find at raid 

A TASER gun was among items recovered when 
police raided a house in Sittingboume. 

The stun gun was discovered along with cash 
and drugs at an address in Bayford Court, Crown 
Quay Lane, shortly after 7am on Monday. 

Officers from the Neighbourhood Team, 
Tactical Support Group and a drugs dog were 
involved in the operation, which led to the arrests 
of two men. 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
has revealed his “desperate con¬ 
cern” for Britain’s Armed Forces 
serving in Afghanistan, but said 
there has to be ongoing “support” 
to establish a functioning govern¬ 
ment in the war-torn country. 

Dr Rowan Williams said he was “deeply 
worried” about the plight of servicemen 
fighting in the hotspot of Helmand province, 
but indicated a need to support efforts to 
establish a “representative government”. 

Dr Williams was speaking after delivering 
a low-key sermon at St Michael’s church in 
Hemhill, near Faversham, last weekend. 

He arrived at the idyllic parish - the first 
Archbishop to visit in 55 years - and deliv¬ 
ered a service to around 90 worshippers. 

In his address he spoke of the “deep anxiety” 
which pervades modem society driven by the 
“march of great economic and political forces”. 

He said: “We feel a march of great 
forces, both political and economic, that per¬ 
haps are out to get us. There is a deep

anxiety when we are told in headlines that 
‘we’re all doomed’ - it seems plausible.” 

Without referring to specific global events, 
Dr Williams added: “There is now the feeling 
that we are living in a world where we don’t 
know what’s going to happen, that the world 
is a difficult place where we are all so tense 
and frightened.” 

And the Archbishop called on people to lib¬ 
erate themselves from anxiety - which is 
“right at the heart of the human experience.” 

Connections 

He said: “If you are absolutely taken by anx¬ 
iety you are not being really human. We’ve 
got to be liberated from this feeling - this is 
right at the heart of the human experience.” 

He spoke of an occasion where he preached 
in Jerusalem and was stmck by mothers of 
children killed on either side of the 
Palestinian and Israeli conflict. 


He said despite their loss they both placed 
wreaths and banners either side of the contro¬ 
versial wall separating the two communities 
and went there to make “connections with 
those on the other side of the great divide.” 

He said: “I heard the experience of the 
mothers who had lost children in the con¬ 
flict, but who had decided to meet together. 

“These are people who found a common 
humanity because they let go of their fear 
and anxiety.” 

Speaking after the service Dr Williams 
said he did not think that the world has 
become a more violent place. 

He said: “I do not think the people are 
getting more violent or aggressive, but the 
means at their disposal to express them¬ 
selves are more abundant. 

“I am talking about the weapons or com- 
muncations and some of the bile that is to be 
found on the internet. 

“A few years ago I was criticised for saying 
the internet needed to be policed, but I cer¬ 
tainly think it remains a great challenge to 
legislators. Much of what is communicated 
via the internet is very worrying.”

A FRENCH falconer who planned to 
paraglide across the English Channel 
with a bald eagle by his side has spoken 
of his disappointment after the bird 
refused to budge, writes Stian Alexander. 

Jacques-Olivier Travers, 37, was 
dropped out of a helicopter 13,000ft 
above Dover on Monday, but his pet 
eagle Sherkan stayed put in its cage. 

The 15-year-old bird, which has a 6ft 
wingspan, stayed rooted to the bottom of 
his cage before being ‘encouraged’ out 
into the open air by on-board colleagues 
of the Frenchman. 

It then promptly ignored Mr Travers 
and flew straight back to France as fast 
as it could. 

Mr Travers became the first man to 
paraglide across the watery divide, but 
was upset that his eagle - which he had 
trained to fly with him - decided to fly off 
without him and land at Blanc Nez, six 
miles from the destination of Coquelles. 

The stunt took place place 100 years 
after Louis Bleriot, the pioneering French 
aviator, flew across the Channel in the 
other direction, from Sangatte to Dover. 

Bleriot took 37 minutes to cover the 22 
miles - Mr Travers took just over an hour.

THE family of a soldier killed in 
Afghanistan has asked politicians 
to do some soul searching about 
whether everything is being done 
to protect British troops in the 
combat area. 

Paul Bearsby is father-in-law of Corporal 
Ivano Violino, who was based in Maidstone 
and died in September, 2007, when the truck 
he was travelling in hit a land mine. 

Speaking following this week’s inquest into 
Cpl Violino’s death, Mr Bearsby said: “I would 
like to ask politicians to do some soul searching 
to tell me that if it was their sons and daugh¬ 
ters out there they would feel confident every¬ 
thing possible was being done to protect them.” 

There had been suggestions that air 
cover - had it been in place - could have 
prevented the tragedy. 

But even that would not have saved him, 
according to the coroner at the hearing held 
in Tunbridge Wells police station. 

Coroner Christopher Sutton-Mattocks 
said such cover would not have detected 
explosives under the soldier’s truck. 

His comments follow claims by Cpl 
Ivano’s mother Diane Bell that extra cover 
could have saved her son. 

The coroner chose not to record a verdict 
of unlawful killing over the death of the sol¬ 
dier, 29, from Salford. 

He recorded that the father-of-two, who 
served with 20 Field Squadron, 36 
Engineer Regiment, was killed in action on 
Her Majesty’s Service. 

Enthusiastic 

After the hearing, Ms Bell said the verdict 
made her feel “even prouder” of her son, 
who was known as Sean. 

“The simple fact that air cover was 
requested, but not provided, I think is a 
vital thing that has got to be learned for the 
boys that are out there,” she added. 

Cpl Violino, was part of a 44-vehicle con¬ 
voy moving engineer equipment near the 
town of Gereshk in Helmand Province 
when his truck was hit. 

He leaves behind his wife, Katey Anne 
and seven-year-old twins from a previous 
relationship, Elbe and Lewis. 

Lieutenant Colonel Richard Wardlaw, 
Commanding Officer 36 Engineer 
Regiment, said following his death: 
“Corporal Violino was an experienced and 
dedicated junior non-commissioned officer, 
the very epitome of a modem professional 
soldier, who lived life to the full and gave his 
all to the Army, his comrades and family.

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Councillors cautious 

over moves to tackle 

antisocial behaviour 


A HOME Office promise to help 
tackle antisocial behaviour in Kent 
has been cautiously welcomed by 
the council leaders affected.

‘We welcome this announcement but want 
to see the detail. We have been made promis¬ 
es like this before only to find the end result 
is nowhere near as tough as the press release 
suggests. 

“Ministers have a habit of saying they are 
tough on crime but then spend fortunes offer¬ 
ing useless ‘touchy-feely’ initiatives that 
criminals just laugh at. 

“At first glance this announcement seems 
long on publicity and short on enforcement, 
but we will keep an open mind.” 

The formation of the Government’s Anti- 
Social Behaviour Action Squad was 
announced by then Home Secretary Jacqui 
Smith in May last year. 

She said £250,000 would be spent on 
“injecting new drive into the take-up and use 
of antisocial behaviour tools and powers”. 

The 16 problem areas in the UK were 
chosen because they have low use of such 
tools and powers and public perception of 
antisocial behaviour in them was high. 


Despite admitting that dealing with anti¬ 
social behaviour was a problem, Cllr Snelling 
and Cllr Kite said their decision to team 
up with the police and other enforcement 
agencies had resulted in one of the most 
successful crime and disorder reduction part¬ 
nerships (CDRP) in Kent. 

The statement said: “Our CDRP is recog¬ 
nised as one of the best around, precisely 
because we work together and focus on what 
residents want us to focus on. 

Initiative 

“Residents want to see action and police 
officers need proper resources, freedom to get 
on with their jobs and the Imowledge that 
courts and authorities are going to back them 
up with appropriate sentencing. 

“If this new initiative is robust we will give 
it our full support, but it must not become 
another under-funded rehash of old policies. 

“Yobs and criminals deserve to have their 
lives disrupted and our neighbourhoods must 
be handed back to the decent families.”

The festival boasted almost 150 beers as 
well as ciders and perry from all 14 Kent 
cider-makers. There were almost 50 Kent 
beers representing all 10 Kent breweries. 


Unpopular 
Gateway site 
plans revised 

THE company behind the unpopular Kent 
International Gateway development have 
finally revealed their revised plans for the site. 

Floor and warehouse space have both been 
reduced on the 259-acre plot at Bearsted, near 
Maidstone. 

The new statement shows that overall floor 
space on the controversial development will be 
cut from 374,000sq m to 300,000sq m and that 
the rail-linked warehouses have also been 
reduced in size from 171,000sq m to 141,000sq m. 

Two larger warehouses have also been com¬ 
bined to make one smaller building of 
67,644sq m and another warehouse’s position 
has been changed to put it 85 metres from the 
listed building at Barty Farm as opposed to 
just 15 metres. 

A green roof has been added to railway sid¬ 
ings as an acoustic shield and two lay-bys have 
been added to the design to cater for incoming 
traffic. 

Previously diverted footpaths have also been 
changed to run inside the site and woodland 
bordering Crismill Lane has been kept. 

Maidstone council’s planning officers are 
now considering the new information to see if 
it affects the original planning application 
they refused in April. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The appel¬ 
lants have advertised the information and the 
deadline for any further comments to be 
received by the Maidstone council is August 7, 
2009.” 


Gurkhas can 
rest in peace 

THE first civilian cemetery specifically aimed 
at the Gurkha community has been unveiled. 

The plot at the Bybrook Cemetery in 
Kennington, Ashford, will be dedicated to 
Gurkha families who have settled in the area.

THE Centre for Policy Studies, where Damian 
Green gave his speech, is a British policy studies 
think tank whose goal is “to promote coherent 
and practical public policy, to roll back the state, 
reorm public services, support communities and 
challenge threats to Britain’s independence”. 

It was founded by Sir Keith Joseph and 
Margaret Thatcher in 1974 to champion econom¬ 
ic liberalism in Britain. 

Members also assert that they prioritise the con¬ 
cepts of duty, family, liberty, and the rule of law. 

The centre has a stated goal of serving as the 
champion of the small state.

A LEADING Conservative has 
called for ID card schemes to be 
scrapped and an end to a Britain 
where every person is ‘considered 
a suspect’, writes Gary Wright. 

Shadow Immigration Minister Damian 
Green warned that police chiefs can be “more 
dangerous to British democracy... than 
extremist politicians”. 

During his keynote speech to the Centre for 
Policy Studies he added that a lot of the people 
behind the increasing loss of freedoms may not 
even realise the effect they were having. 

Mr Green is the MP for Ashford since 1997 
who was famously arrested and questioned by 
police over alleged Home Office leaks last year 
- a move which shocked MPs of all parties. 

He warned: “Some of the underlying free¬ 
doms which underpin Parliamentary democ¬ 
racy are being seriously eroded. 

“What is even more dangerous is that they 
are being eroded from the best of motives, by 
well-meaning people who would be hurt and 
horrified to be regarded as anti-democratic; 
many of them the most senior officials in this 
country, holding positions of great trust. 

“Permanent Secretaries and police chiefs 
can be more dangerous to British democracy 
than demagogues and extremist politicians.” 

He highlighted three streams of state con¬ 
trol which he said are toxic to our basic free¬ 
doms: A national security approach which 
puts policing needs above all others; the

transformational government agenda; and 
the Identity Management programme. 

There are 28 databases set up by govern¬ 
ment as a result of one or more of these three 
basic policy frameworks, including the 
National Identity Register, the DWP Cust¬ 
omer Information System and ContactPoint. 

He also suggested five principles to deter¬ 
mine the relationship of the citizen and the 
state: the citizen must have control over their 
own identity; the population must not be 


treated as potential suspects; the delivery of 
public services should not be determined by 
technology alone; policing needs should be 
only one of the competing needs in a free soci¬ 
ety; and the risk of failure in a Government 
system should not be borne by the citizen. 

And he backed this with changes he would 
like to see: “We could scrap unnecessary 
schemes such as the National Identity 
Register and ID Cards... 

‘We should reform the use of some of the 
most intrusive databases; such as removing 
the innocent from the DNA database (I should 
declare an interest at this point), and reform 
the E-Borders scheme so it does not hold 
information about the innocent for 10 years. 

“We should be more creative and open- 
minded about how we procure and provide 
pubic sector technology, looking to individual¬ 
ist solutions. 

“Above all we must change our mindset. 
Just because technology has transformed the 
way Government can use personal informa¬ 
tion does not mean a sensible government 
will take that choice. The principle that the 
state should serve the citizen and not vice 
versa is a good one. 

“The bigger the capacity to collect and 
share information, the greater danger there 
is to privacy, and therefore to freedom. It is 
time for the freedom fighters of the world to 
fight back.”

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Police party cut 
short by bust-up 

Officers dash off from bash held 

to celebrate a reduction in crime

A POLICE fun day held to cele¬ 
brate falling crime figures was 
interrupted when armed officers 
were scrambled to a fracas mid¬ 
way through a presentation. 

Stunned members of the public attending 
the bash at Gravesend police station in Kent 
watched as officers dashed from the party to 
answer the emergency call - in the middle of 
a slideshow boasting that crime had fallen by 
50 per cent in the past five years. 

Armed officers in body armour plus several 
squad cars and even a helicopter were scram¬ 
bled to a bust-up at a nearby flat during the 
Emergency Services Day bash to hail the area 
as a safe place to live. 

The police’s publicity for the event had 
said: “The day is being held to celebrate 
Gravesham as a safe place to live, work and 
visit and that crime across north Kent has 


fallen by 50 per cent in the last five years.” 

The officers had been midway through cele¬ 
brating their achievements when they were 
called into action. 

Worse was to come when officers smashed 
the WRONG person’s front door in - after 
being given the incorrect address for the 
incident, before before finally locating the 
rowing couple. 

One onlooker said this week: “There were 
loads of cops here, even a police helipcopter. It 
was mad.” 

A police source added: “It was pretty bizarre. 
Here we were patting each other on the back 
saying what a good job we were doing and 
then this happens. 

“It just goes to show, you can’t rest on your 
laurels.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said of the bust-up 
last Saturday: “It was a small domestic inci¬ 
dent which, when it was reported to us, was 
thought to be more than it was.” 

The spokesman added that the rest of the 
Emergency Services Day went off as planned 
- but refused to confirm how many officers had 
been called out. 


Young families are being 
priced out of village life 

SEVENOAKS is one of the South East’s out of their local community and the propor- 


least affordable places to live, according to a 
new report. 

Cheaper homes need to be built in the 
town to even up the numbers, said the study. 

Buyers in some places face waiting up to 
280 years for an affordable home to arrive 
on the market, said the National Housing 
Federation. 

While Sevenoaks is not quite that bad, it is 
the third least affordable area in the south 
east, they said. 

Across the 10 worst in the UK, the average 
waiting time would be 90 years. In reality, 
people simply look elsewhere. 

Sevenoaks comes in behind Chichester 
and South Buckinghamshire. 

The Federation calculated the statistics 
using average house prices compared to 
average salaries. 

Sevenoaks has an average house price of 
£389,103 compared to an average salary of 
£25,204. 

Next comes Waverley in Surrey and 
South Oxfordshire. 

Action plan 

The Federation found the national wait¬ 
ing list is at a record 750,000 people yet too 
few affordable homes are being built 
because of the recession. 

It has now launched a ‘Save our Villages’ 
campaign which is calling for all local 
authorities to have an up to date assess¬ 
ment of housing need for rural wards, and 
a published rural housing action plan to 
show how they will meet that need. 

Simon Nunn, head of the south region for 
the Federation, said the situation is get¬ 
ting desperate. 

He said: “With a dire shortage of afford¬ 
able housing in rural communities, young 
families are finding it harder and harder 
to stay in the village where they grew up or 
have family and friends. As they are priced 


tion of economically active residents dwin¬ 
dles, local services such as schools, shops 
and pubs reach breaking point. 

“For our rural communities to survive, it’s 
vital that rural local planning authorities 
throughout the region get a clear view of 
housing need in their area, and work closely 
with housing associations to provide afford¬ 
able homes where they are most desperate¬ 
ly needed.” 

And Barbara Thorndick, chief executive of 
West Kent Housing Association, added: “In 
many parts of the south east our villages 
have become dormitories for London com¬ 
muters, which has pushed up prices and 
impacted negatively on local people. 

“Many villages need small developments of 
new affordable housing in order to keep a bal¬ 
anced, thriving community. At West Kent we 
have worked with local residents, Parish and 
District Councils to ensure this happens.”

STEVE BRUCE 

ARGUABLY Gillingham’s finest ever export, 
former Manchester United captain Bruce is 
considered to be one of the greatest English foot¬ 
ballers to have never played for his country.

CENTENARY celebrations this weekend to 
commemorate a pioneering airman could be 
worth almost £1 million into the Dover economy.

SUN-KISSED Dover with its busy 
ferry terminals, splendid coastline 
and awe-inspiring cliffs has been 
labelled “the new Marseille” in a 
credit crunch-inspired survey, 
writes Gareth Dorian.

A spokesman said: “Dover really is the new 
Marseille. Both are major ports and attract 
thousands of people to catch a boat. 

“The only difference with Dover is that there 
are probably not as many yachts. But no one 
can argue with Dover’s beautiful cliffs, its 
importance to Europe and its long and turbu¬ 
lent history.” 

Historically, Dover and Marseille have been 
major ports of their respective empires, key 
landing sites for globe-conquering fleets. 

They remain extremely important locations 


for the French and British economies. 

Both are considered main entry points for 
immigrants, too, the spokesman said. 

History 

Travel expert Felice Hardy said: “The reces¬ 
sion has made people think twice about head¬ 
ing abroad.

As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 

But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 

Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 

7. Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 

8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight.

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal.

15. Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol.

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19. Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20. Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21. Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22. Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

23. Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

24. Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

. 25. Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

26. Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

27. Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28. Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29. Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30. Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31. Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32. Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33. Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34. Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35. Wash the area with soap and water. 

36. Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37. Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38. Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39. Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40. Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41. Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

Growers discover 
perfect conditions

A HARSH winter was a 
nightmare for Kent resi¬ 
dents, but it was a godsend 
for the apple industry, says 
supermarket giant Tesco. 

Following Britain’s coldest winter 
for almost 20 years, came a very 
warm spring described as ‘nearly 
perfect growing conditions’. 

This helped create a record for the 
earliest ever arrival in stores of 
English apples. 

Quality 

Many of them were grown in 
orchards around Sevenoaks, by local 
growers Nigel Bardsley and Mike 
Butcher and were supplied by Kent 
marketing company Norman Collett. 

The crop of Discovery apples - tra¬ 
ditionally the season’s first - are con¬ 
sidered high quality by experts. 

The apples have arrived more than 
a week earlier than the previous 
record set three years ago and a good 
six weeks before their traditional 
launch at the end of August. 

Shoppers are already enjoying the 
tasty result after the crop went on 
sale at Tesco stores in the Sevenoaks 
area, near to where they were grown. 

Tesco apple buyer David Croxson 
said: “What for most of us was one of 
the worst winters in recent memory 
turned out to be the start of a perfect 
growing season for English apple 
growers. 

“Considering Britain has been 
enjoying much milder winters in 
recent years and rather inclement 
springs and summers, it’s very rare 
to get growing conditions as good as 
we have just had. 

“The result is a very high quality 
crop of Discovery apples - they are 
very crunchy, thirst-quenchingly 
juicy and crisp. 

“The great quality will be very good 
news to UK growers because as the 




first apple of the season it gets shop¬ 
pers primed for the home market 
again and creates excitement for 
other varieties later in the year.” 

The apples were grown in orchards 
around the Sevenoaks area and are 
sent directly from a local packing 
house to Tesco stores. 

Fruit trees require prolonged peri¬ 
ods of cold weather to have a rest and 
get ready for the coming season. 

The later spring - compared to 
recent years - was also good for the 
trees which had longer to wake up 
putting them in great shape at the 
start of the season.

One effect of the cold weather and 
slow spring is that the blossom had 
optimum conditions for pollination. 

The prolonged warm spell in April 
was perfect for pollinating insects 
and leading to the fruit ripening at 
exactly the right time. 

Freshness 

David Croxson added: “An added 
bonus for customers is a freshness 
guarantee with the apples - no mat¬ 
ter where they are bought in the UK 
- of being no more than three days 
from being picked off the tree.” 

Last year the UK produced 99,011 
tonnes of apples or approximately 
594 million apples. The industry is 
worth about £125 million this year 
but does not include the English 
apple juice and cider markets.

Tiimlev visits 
Nepal after 
winning fight, 
for Gurkhas 

to stay here

JOANNA Lumley is 
celebrating her historic 
victory for Gurkhas’ 
rights by holidaying in 
Nepal with two Kent 
politicians. 

Shepway councillors Peter 
Carroll and Lynne Beaumont 
joined the Absolutely Fabulous 
when she flew to the country yes¬ 
terday for a week-long tour 
marking the official end of the 
Gurkha Justice Campaign’s 
activities. 

This week they will meet with 
a number of Nepalese leaders 
including the country’s 
President Ram Baran Yadav, 
Prime Minister Madhav Kumar 
Nepal and foreign minister 
Sujata Koirala. 

During their tour they will 
also meet Gurkha veterans and 
their families, see the birthplace 
of Lord Buddha at the city of 
Lumbeni and visit a charity for 
homeless children and orphans. 

Cllr Carroll said it started out 
initially as a private visit, 
arranged during their campaign 
to win rights for all Gurkha vet¬ 
erans to live in the UK, before 
the Government finally changed 
its rules in May. 

Well known 

He said: “It was originally just 
meant to be myself, my wife 
Lynne, Joanna Lumley and 
Folkestone town councillor 
Dhan Gurung but after the cam¬ 
paign succeeded the interest in 
our visit rapidly grew. 

“Now there are about 40 trav¬ 
elling in our party including 
from the national media. 

“I am apparently well known 
in Nepal and many Gurkhas 
carry pictures of Joanna in their 
wallets. 

“I phoned the embassy in 
Kathmandu to anticipate what 
the reaction would be and I was 
told it was like preparing for a 
visiting head of state. 

“It’s going to be an incredibly 
emotional experience, especially 
when we meet Falklands hero 
Gyanendra Rai at his home in 
the capital.” 

Lance Corporal Rai was 
wounded during the 1982 con¬ 
flict but was denied entry to the 
UK as he had failed to meet the 
previously stringent Home 
Office criteria for settlement.

The Gurkha Justice 
Campaign, founded by Peter 
Carroll, spent five years battling 
the Government to allow all 
Gurkhas the right to live and 
work in Britain. 

Under the old rules, only those 
who had served for four years 
and had retired after July 1997 
were eligible. 

Spearheaded by Joanna 
Lumley, whose father fought 
alongside the Nepalese soldiers 
during the Second World War, 
politicians and campaigners 
united to eventually overturn 
the law, including an historic 
Commons defeat for the 
Government earlier this year. 

Last month the Second 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, who are based at 
Shorncliffe barracks, were 
awarded the freedom of the 
town of Folkestone and marched 
through the streets, cheered by 
hundreds of supporters.

Firms must 
slash water 
bills, insists 
regulator 

GREEDY water companies in Kent could be forced 
to slash bills by as much as 10 per cent over the next 
five years, writes Steve Knight 


Industry regulator Ofwat pub¬ 
lished its draft responses to 
firms’ business plans this week, 
with all five that provide water 
and sewerage services in Kent 
told to either cut or freeze the 
amount they expect customers 
to pay. 

Homeowners served by South 
East Water should see their bills 
go down by an average of six per 
cent by 2015 - or from £170 to 
£160 - compared with the £48 
increase that had been proposed 
by the company. 

The draft response also calls 
for Southern Water bills to go 
down by an average two per cent 
to £373 (£426 proposed), while 
customers served by Veolia 
Water Southeast - formerly 
Folkestone and Dover Water - 
could see reductions of 10 per 
cent, down to £177 (£226 pro¬ 
posed). All calculations are 
before inflation. 

Welcome 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer 
Council for Water’s policy man¬ 
ager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recom¬ 
mendations. 

She said: “It looks like good 
news for customers. Ofwat ap¬ 
pears to be saying the companies 
can deliver good services with¬ 
out having to increase the bills 
as much as they proposed in 
their business plans. 

“Now the companies and the 
CCW will have to look at where 
Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that 
will impact on services and 
whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as 
priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW 
has been involved in the price¬ 
setting process and we have 
been calling on Ofwat to look 
very closely and do what it could 
to identify areas that could be 
restructured or rescheduled. 

“Huge price increases would 


not be welcome in this economic 
climate. It’s about striking the 
right balance.” 

Four of Kent’s five water compa¬ 
nies released routine statements 
on Thursday saying they had 
noted Ofwat’s draft response and 
would consider its views ahead of 
a final decision in November. 

However, Thames Water - 
which provides sewerage and 
water services to homes in 
Bexley and Bromley - reacted 
angrily to the report. 

The company wanted to 
increase its average bills by 17 
per cent to £356 by 2015 but has 
instead been asked to keep them 
stable. 

Chief executive David Owens 
said: ‘We’ve spent the past two 
years preparing our plan. We 
know our region better than 
anyone else and our proposals 
are based on sound evidence 
and, most importantly, what cus¬ 
tomers say they want. 

We’re not prepared to cut cor¬ 
ners on essential work, but we’re 
not gold-plating either. 

“It’s early days, but initial indi¬ 
cations suggest the draft deter¬ 
mination may not allow us to 
deliver what customers want. 
For example, this means we 
won’t be able to reduce leakage 
at all over the next five years.” 

Sutton and East Surrey Water, 
which covers a small area of 
west Kent, planned to increase 
its average bill to £210 but 
Ofwat wants an eight per cent 
reduction to £152. 

Ofwat chief executive Regina 
Finn said: We understand times 
are hard and we have listened to 
what customers have told us. 

“They want a safe, reliable 
water supply at a reasonable 
cost. Our decisions allow well- 
run companies to invest in the 
right place at the right time for 
the right price.”

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Channel crews celebrate 
historic hovercraft flight

CREW who worked aboard the 
world’s first practical hovercraft 
reunited to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of its first Channel 
crossing. 

The Saunders-Roe Nautical One (SR-N1) 
took two hours to reach Dover from Calais on 
July 25,1959, heralding the start of a new era 
for sea-based travel. 

Former chief officer Chris 
Stafford, from Ashford, is one of 
only four surviving crewmen to 
have worked on the vessel who 
attended the Hover show 50 
celebrations at Lee-on-Solent 
in Hampshire. 

Guest of honour was Frances 
Cockerell, whose father, Sir 
Christopher Cockerell, design¬ 
ed the SR-N1. Museum trustee Warwick 
Jacobs said: “The show is always a great suc¬ 
cess and we were delighted there were so many 
old hovercraft this year. With Sir Christopher’s 
family and former drivers attending as well, it 
proved to be a unique and fitting celebration of 
a historic feat.” 

Built on the Isle of Wight by the marine engi¬ 
neering company Saunders-Roe, the SR-N1 
was unveiled on June 11,1959, showcasing its 
capability to traverse both land and sea.

Its maiden voyage across the 
Channel was planned for July 25 of that year 
to coincide with the 50th anniversary of Louis 
Bleriot’s first powered flight across the same 
stretch of water. 

The French engineer’s achievements were 
also celebrated yesterday (Saturday) with a 
series of events in Dover, including an air race 
that started in Abbeville, France, and ended 
above the port’s famous white cliffs. 

Chris Stafford, who has donated personal 
photographs to the Hovercraft Museum, was 
chief officer of the Royal Navy’s hovercraft tri¬ 


als unit until 1981. He said: 
“Controlling the SR-N1 was like 
driving a car on ice with four flat 
tyres. 

“What started off as a two-day 
training course ended up as a 
career, and the first crossing of 
the Channel was a life-changing 
event for me.” 

The Hovershow event, which 
runs until tomorrow (Monday), 
also gives the public the oppor¬ 
tunity to view various hover¬ 
craft from down the decades in 
action on the Solent. 

Other attractions include heli¬ 
copter rides over Portsmouth 
harbour and a visit by the hov¬ 
ercraft used in the 2002 James 
Bond film Die Another Day.

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Racecourse 
homes plan 
‘a disgrace’ 

PLANS to build at least 400 homes on 
the site of Folkestone Racecourse - the 
only one in Kent - and re-lay part of 
the track have come under fire. 

Owner Arena Leisure said it would 
refurbish all facilities, including the 
grandstands and stables, but critics 
say the company wants to realise the 
land’s value and essentially create a 
new town at Westenhanger. 

Shepway council’s local development 
framework, which covers planning 
issues for the district, has identified 
the area as ripe for the development of 
a “high-quality mixed-use scheme”, 
including a new village centre with 
homes and shops. 

The document states the plans would 
see “the potential of a major attraction, 
alongside providing new community 
and commercial uses, plus much- 
needed improvements to infrastructure”. 

But campaigner Louise Barton, a 
horse-owner and regular visitor to the 
course, said the proposal was a 
“disgrace” and should never have been 
put forward. 

“Arena Leisure deserves credit for 
improving the racecourse,” she said. 
“However, it is not the council’s duty to 
help the company maximise the return 
on its property portfolio for its share¬ 
holders. 

“Shepway council has a duty to pre¬ 
serve this track in its entirety as a 
sporting attraction. It is Kent’s only 
racecourse and should be preserved for 
future generations.”

A PARLIAMENTARY inquiry is 
set to be launched into the indef¬ 


inite detention of asylum seekers 
after a Kent MP raised the issue 
with the Home Secretary 

Gwyn Prosser, the Labour MP for Dover, 
said the current practice of locking up 
immigrants like prisoners in detention 
centres for indeterminate lengths of time 
was “appalling”. 

“I support having a robust immigration 
system but we can’t have that unless we 
have got sanctions to detain and sanc¬ 
tions to deport them to their home coun¬ 
tries,” he said. 

“I am not okay with the idea that some¬ 
one can stay in there [detention] for three 
years, not knowing what is happening. 

“It is appalling and causes mental 
health disorders at worst and huge frus¬ 
tration at best. When a prisoner goes into 
jail for five years for a crime, he or she can 
see when they are coming out.” 

Mr Prosser raised the issue during a 
session with the Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson last Tuesday after members of 
the charity Kent Refugee Help drew his 
attention to the plight of inmates at Dover 
Immigration Removal Centre, who have 
been detained without charge for up to 
three years. 

Difficulties 


He said Mr Johnson had agreed to look 
into the matter and there would now be a 
“short inquiry” after the summer recess. 

“I realise there are practical difficul¬ 
ties. Some of their home countries refuse 
to receive them, sometimes they do not 
have sufficient identification to allow 
them to travel and sometimes if they are 
deported their home it is likely they will 
face prosecution or even death,” said Mr 
Prosser. 

“These issues are there but there 
should be some kind of bail or tagging 
system instead of locking them up like 
prisoners.” 

Last week, Kent on Sunday reported on 
the case of a former detainee at Dover who 
had sewn up his eyes and lips in protest 
over indefinite detention. 

Fariat Mohammad, 28, fled Iran after it 
was discovered he was a supporter of an 
opposition party to the ruling regime. On 
Wednesday, after more than 11 months in 
immigration centres, was released on bail. 

Delia Hazrati, a volunteer with Kent 
Refugee Help, which has supported him 
since his time at Dover, acted as his 
surety. 

The judge appeared to listen to the fact 
that he had been tortured in prison before 
and detention was having a detrimental 
affect on him,” she said. 

“When they let him out it was really a 
lovely moment. He’s a quiet man and he 
had this small smile on his face that I have 
not seen in a so long. He then broke down 
a bit with his hands in his head.” 

But many others are not so fortunate and 
remain in detention centres around the 
country unsure when they will be freed.

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Drawn to the macabre? 

New book reveals tragic events from Kent’s history

INVASIONS, fires, crashes and 
bizarre near-misses are recount¬ 
ed in a fascinating book about 
some of the county’s most tragic 
events. 

Gillingham author Phil Mason referred to 
hundreds of press cuttings and countless 
historical books when writing Kent 
Chronicles of Catastrophe and Disaster, 
which features a mix of well-known events 
as well as others that have been largely for¬ 
gotten. 

Train crash 

Such tragedies include the train crash at 
Staplehurst that almost killed Charles 
Dickens, the munitions explosion near 
Faversham in 1916 and the sinking of The 
Princess Alice paddle steamer in 1878 that 
claimed hundreds of innocent lives. 

Mr Mason’s research allowed him to find 
at least one interesting story for every day 
of the year, and he told Kent on Sunday he 
had enough information for follow-up books 
depending on the success of his first. 

He said: “I think people are generally 
interested by trauma and the intensity of 
disaster. On the one hand they think thank 
goodness it didn’t happen to them while on 
the other they find it all quite exciting. 

“It can actually put some places on the 
map. For instance I take my son to sea 
cadets twice a week and you can get there 
by driving down Dock Road near Chatham 
Maritime, where in 1951 a bus mowed 
down 52 cadets in what was the worst road 
accident in Britain at the time.

“You can walk down there today and 
imagine what it was like. Disasters like 
that provide a connection between history 
and real life.” 

When Mr Mason is not adding to his col¬ 
lection of more than 20,000 clippings from 
past and present newspapers, he is respon¬ 
sible for providing aid to Britain’s remain¬ 
ing overseas territories as part of his job 
with the Department for International 
Development. 

One such territory is the South Atlantic 
island of Saint Helena, which can only be 
reached through a five-day boat journey 
from Africa thus giving him ample free 
time to write about catastrophes closer to 
home. 

He said: ‘When I was doing my research I 
was amazed at how rich some of the stories 
were when I got into them. 

“For me local history conjures up a some¬ 


what dry and narrow perspective looking at 
one village or family, but I wanted to give a 
refreshing perspective about the role Kent has 
played on the national or global stage. 

“For instance most invasions came through 
Kent as the gateway to Europe, and some of 
my favourite stories are about the role it 
played from the invasion of Caesar right up to 
the Second World War.”

RESIDENTS on a housing estate 
are worried their homes are being 
blighted by a plan to turn a large 
area of recreation field into a 
temporary landfill site. 

Locals on the St Paul’s estate in St Paul’s 
Cray are furious Bromley council is consider¬ 
ing giving the go-ahead for the controversial 
scheme. 

The authority has been approached by a 
company called Woodland Environmental 
based in Cowley, Middlesex, to use the area 
as a landfill and then turn it back into fields 
once more. 

One local is Sue Green, 61, a retired phar¬ 
maceutical company official. 

She said: “This scheme will destroy the 
area. We are going to have lorries moving all 
day, every day along 50-year-old roads that 
are simply too narrow for two of them to pass 
each other. 

“Even the suggestion this could happen at 
Hoblingwell Woods is blighting our homes. 
Who is going to be able to sell their property 
now with this hanging over us.” 

Lnadscaping 

In a report, the council said: “The Authority 
has been approached by Woodland 
Environmental to assist in the development 
of Hoblingwell Wood Recreation Ground at 
nil cost to the Authority, by licensed tipping 
of inert fill material to produce: bunding to 
stop current joy ridden cars, a series of lev¬ 
elled raised playing fields and substantial 
tree planting, landscaping and general park 
improvements.” 

The report suggests approval in principle 
subject to public consultation and a meeting 
will be held soon by the council to outline the 
plans to residents. 

Mrs Green said: “They will leave here after 
making the recreation ground six-feet higher

than it is now. Many will lose their views over 
open fields and the problems we currently 
have with cars and bikes illegally using the 
fields will not be dealt with. 

“In fact, they will use that bunding to cre¬ 
ate a ready-made track for them. 

“I do understand the need for areas to be 
used as landfill, but it’s so clear that this is 
not one of them.” 

She said the area has been used as a land¬ 
fill before, so disturbing it could lead to even 
more problems. 

Mrs Green said: “We just don’t know for 
sure what is under there now. To expose it 
once more could mean extra health problems 
for us all. We are going to have to put up with 
clouds of dust and exhaust fumes as it is.” 

The company wants to dispose of crushed 
bricks and other substances in the land and 
is already operational at Paul’s Cray Country 
Park until the end of summer. 

The council admits there will be “nuisance 
value to residents through dust, mud and high 
volumes of lorry movement for nearly a year”. 

Mrs Green said: “During this time the area 
will be off limits leading to a lot of inconven¬ 
ience for a lot of people.” 

A trip to a similar site in west London is 
being organised for councillors and there 
will be a series of exhibitions and meetings 
locally, the council said. 

Director of Woodland Environmental 
Patrick Murphy was not available for com¬ 
ment, but on their website the company says 
it is a “waste land regeneration specialist 
who have created and improved more than 
300 acres of land for local authorities”. 

And it adds: “Woodlands' personnel have 
more than 25 years combined experience in 
landscape design and management, we are 
specialists in large-scale bulk-earthworks, 
soft landscaping and land development.” 
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Life’s a beach for 

council tax cheat 

FARMER Arthur Lockhart dodged council tax for 13 years and was 
finally caught renewing the licence for his Whitstable beach hut. 

Lockhart, 56, of Thomden Wood Road, Heme Bay, was sent to jail 
after the court heard he hadn’t paid a penny towards the £26,893. 

Despite running up the huge debt, he paid Canterbury council for the 
beach hut every year. Beach huts in the town change hands at up to 
£30,000 a time. Canterbury magistrates heard Lockhart was also rent¬ 
ing out his land for grazing but told the council he had no cash. 

Sharon Temme-Powell, prosecuting, said: “Lockhart hadn’t paid coun¬ 
cil and business taxes since 1996. Yet every year he paid for the beach 
hut, which shows he had assets he hadn’t declared.” 

Lockhart appeared in January when he was ordered to pay up or go 
to jail. Chairman of the bench Heather Maple said: ‘You have wilfully 
failed to pay your taxes. You have had money but haven’t paid a penny.” 

He was jailed for 90 days.

A Department of Health official has spoken of the need for young 
people to get involved in the “big care debate”, writes Jenna 
Pudelek. 


David Behan, the director general for 
social care, spoke to Kent on Sunday ahead 
of one of the first consultation events on the 
Government’s plans for a National Care 
Service, which was held yesterday and 
Friday in Tonbridge. 

It comes after the publication of a 
green paper, Shaping the Future of , 
Care Together, last week, which out- A 
lines options for future funding of I 
care and states that the current sys- 1 
tern is unfair. 

“What we will do is outline the ' 
case for change,” Mr Behan said. “The 
fact is too few people know and under¬ 
stand about social care. What we are 
keen to do is ensure there is a 
big care debate. We want peo¬ 
ple to raise the issues and we 
want to encourage people to 
contribute. It’s an exciting 
and important debate.” 

He said there were four peo¬ 
ple in work for every one 
retired person, but we were 
heading for a situation where 
there will be two people in 
work for every one elderly 
person. 

We have an ageing society, 
so this is important as much 
for younger people as it is for 
older people,” he said. Where

future carers and the work force will come 
from and critically who will pay for care in 
the future.” 

The green paper outlines three options 
for care funding in the future, which 
include models based around the state con¬ 
tributing up to a third of basic care and vol¬ 
untary and compulsory insurance schemes. 

But critics have said the options mean 
people, who have saved and paid taxes all 
their lives, will still be forced to sell their 
homes to pay for care in later life. 

“What we have tried to do is keep options 
and spell out different ways the state can 


make a contribution and individuals to dif¬ 
ferent degrees and set out how that can be 
done. The different contributions people 
would make and the different coverage 
people would get from that. This scheme 
will determine what people will get from it 
and the more people that contribute 
the greater benefit it is to more peo- 
k Pie” 

Mr Behan said the Government 

I T recognised that families were pay¬ 
ing too much for care: “The truth is 
that too many people spend too 
much on care. I spoke to a woman 
recently who cares for her husband 
and she said that as a family they 
had spent more than £300,000 
on care. 

“There is a need for the sys¬ 
tem to become more afford¬ 
able for everybody.” 

According to Government 
figures, the average 65-year- 
old can expect to pay £30,000 
for care. But a survey of 1,000 
people recently found 65 per 
cent of respondents thought 
social care would be free. 

“We need a system that’s 
affordable and people can 
plan for so they have some 
peace of mind knowing if 
they’ve got assets they can 
inheritance. At the 


pass on some m 
moment there is no way people are able to 
plan inheritance,” he said. 

Mr Behan said: We need a system fit for 
the 21st century, but this was developed in 
the 1940s so it isn’t suitable to respond to 
the demands of the future.” 

He added that changes to social care 
would end “postcode lotteries” in terms of 
care contributions made by local authori¬ 
ties.

THANET council has been attacked for 
spending £40,000 of taxpayers’ cash on a 
burlesque festival, including racy shows for 
children as young as 13. 

Parents were astonished to discover 
youngsters would be admitted to stripping 
events in Margate. But when asked about 
over the over-12s age limit for The Sassy 
Seaside Show, a council official said: “There 
won’t be any full frontal nudity.” 

Arts officer Heather Sawney added: “It 
won’t be any worse than Page 3. We want it 
to be fun and hark back to saucy postcards.” 

Organisers of the show, at the town’s 
Theatre Royal on August 21 and 22, say 
over-12s are welcome - if accompanied by 
an adult. 

Publicity material says: “International 
and national stars of the new variety scene 
descend on the theatre to thrill, titillate and 
astound ... bringing you male burlesque, 
international sex symbols, roller-skating 
divas, fantastic aerial work, magic and illu¬ 
sion, comedy, dance, acrobatics, beautiful 
burlesque and an evening you’ll never for¬ 
get.” 

But some parents were baffled. Mother-of- 
three Lorraine Hurley, 41, from Margate, 
said: “Thanet council seems to be promoting 
this as child friendly, but I wouldn’t want 
my little ones anywhere near it.” 

Plumber Greg Jenner, 37, who has daugh¬ 
ters aged 12 and 14, said: “I don’t think it 
sends out the right message. Why are they 
giving people the opportunity to take along 
their kids? Its just weird. It beggars belief 
they can they spend £40,000 on this.” 

Taxpayers will also foot the bill for classes 
teaching mums and dads how to do their 
own burlesque as part of the weekend-long 
Dippers and Dunkers Festival. 

Susie Squire of the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
said: “Council tax should be about getting 
the bins collected, not racy shows.” 

A spokesman said £30,000 funding had 
come from the council, with £10,000 from 
the East Kent Local Authority Arts 
Partnership. 


Smile high club 

A DARING dentist will scale one of the 
highest mountains in the world - to help 
improve people’s teeth. 

□ New Zealander Dr Julian 
Haszard, pictured left, who 
now lives at Chartham, near 
Canterbury, hopes to raise 
£10,000 for his Smile High 
charity next month by climb¬ 
ing the 27,000ft Manaslu. 

The 32-year-old has 
already reached the summit 
of Mount Everest and will be 
one of the first Kiwis to scale the eighth 
tallest peak as part of his six-week expedi¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I had been climbing in Nepal in 
2003 and had also done voluntary dental 
work that was pretty much limited to just 
extracting teeth. Many people there know 
nothing about prevention. 

“I set up the charity a year later to edu¬ 
cate the children about how to stop dental 
problems in the first place, including giving 
them toothbrushes and paste. 

“I’ve tried to establish an organisation 
that doesn’t rely heavily on huge amounts of 
fundraising.

Book theory ‘plausible’ says A&E doctor who treated Hendrix 


Roadie claims rock 
icon was murdered

SPECULATION over the death of 
rock legend Jimi Hendrix has 
been reignited by claims that he 
may have been murdered. 

A new book by James ‘Tappy’ Wright, who 
worked as a roadie for bands in the 1960s, 
states the American icon was killed by a gang 
hired by his manager, Mike Jeffery. 

And the doctor who treated Hendrix says 
the statement is “plausible”. 

John Bannister said medical evidence at 
the time was consistent with claims in the 
book that Hendrix - whose bass player Noel 
Redding grew up in Hythe and attended the 
Harvey Grammar School in Folkestone - was 
killed on the orders of his manager. 

The death is usually attributed to a drug 
overdose, but conspiracy theories have flour¬ 
ished as albums such as Electric Ladyland 
and Axis Bold as Love continue to sell in 
huge quantities to new generations of fans. 

Mr Wright, a former road manager who 
worked for Jeffery, writes in his new memoir, 
Rock Roadie, that in the early hours of 
September 18, 1970, a gang hired by Jeffery 
broke into the London hotel room where 
Hendrix was staying with his girlfriend, 
Monika Dannemann. 

They then forced sleeping pills and wine 
down his throat until he died. 

Mr Bannister was the on-call registrar St 
Mary Abbots Hospital in Kensington on the 
morning Hendrix was brought in. He said it 
was obvious Hendrix had probably arrived

too late for the medical staff to save him. 

“When you are in casualty, one always tries 
very hard to resuscitate people. There’s 
always a hope. We worked very hard for 
about half an hour but there was no 
response. It really was an exercise in futility,” 
said Mr Bannister. 

“Somebody said to me, You know who that 
was?Jimi Hendrix’. And, of course, I said, 
Who’s Jimi Hendrix?’.” 

Mr Wright’s description of what had hap¬ 
pened to “sounded plausible because of the 
volume of wine,” Mr Bannister said. 


He said he realised at the time the patient 
was drenched in alcohol. 

“The amount of wine that was over him 
was just extraordinary,” he said. 

“Not only was it saturated right through 
his hair and shirt, but his lungs and stomach 
were absolutely full of wine. I have never 
seen so much wine. We had a sucker down in 
his trachea, the entrance to his lungs and to 
the whole of the back of his throat. 

“We kept sucking him out and it kept surg¬ 
ing and surging. He had already vomited up 
masses of red wine and I would have thought 
there was half a bottle of wine in his hair. He 
had really drowned in a massive amount of 
red wine.” 

According to the usual theory, Hendrix died 
at the age of 27 from choking on vomit after 
a drugs overdose. 

But Mr Wright, now 65, claims Jeffery con¬ 
fessed the murder to him a month before he 
died in a mid-air collision over France. 

Dannemann, an ice-skating instructor 
turned drug addict, who many suspected 
knew more about Hendrix’s death than she 
let on, committed suicide in 1996. 

Mr Wright contends that Jeffery had con¬ 
nections with organised crime. By 1970 the 
manager was heavily in debt and had fallen 
out with his star act, who may have been 
looking to change management. 

In response, Jeffery allegedly took out a $2 
million life insurance policy on the guitarist. 

According to Mr Wright, Jeffery told him 
Hendrix was “worth more to him dead than 
alive”.

Third university is a stitch in time 


HUNDREDS of older people in 
Kent are getting the chance to 
enjoy the learning opportunities 
and social life offered by university. 

Jean Score, who lives in 
Broadstairs, was among the steer¬ 
ing group that set up the Thanet 
branch of the University of the 
Third Age (U3A) seven years ago. 

“People say it has improved 
their lives no end,” she said. “We 
get the opportunity to do physical 
exercise, we have talks on every¬ 
thing under the sun and we have 
dinners, barbeques and barn 
dances every month.” 

U3A groups are so popular 
among older people that the 
Thanet branch, which now has 


around 350 members, was 
launched after the Canterbury 
one got too big in 2002. 

Mrs Score said it felt like being 
part of a university even though 
the six month courses on offer do 
not lead to formal qualifications. 

Members have the opportunity 
to study a variety of subjects from 
French and Italian architecture to 
understanding computers. 

Friends 

‘We have dinners, lunches and 
coffee mornings so it stops people 
getting lonely in older age. People 
make lots of friends,” she said. 
“One of the main aims is that peo¬ 
ple think and use their brains.” 


The age range of the members 
of the Thanet group stretches 
from 60 up to 84. Mrs Score, 71, 
said there were more women than 
men because husbands had died 
or were in their sheds at home. 

U3A Thanet is part of a nation¬ 
al network of ‘universities’, which 
are all independent charities run 
by volunteers like Mrs Score. 

“The aim is to come together to 
pursue learning and to enable 
older people to share knowledge, 
skills and experiences,” he said. 

An embroidery exhibition of 
work by the stitch group is cur¬ 
rently on show at the Powell- 
Cotton Museum in Quex House, 
Birchington, which can be seen 


until the end of July. For Mrs 
Score the stitch group has given 
her the opportunity to improve on 
skills she first learned after gain¬ 
ing a City and Guilds qualifica¬ 
tion in her 30s. 

She added: “It is a shared learn¬ 
ing process for our multi-talented 
retired and semi-retired people 
which keeps us active and our 
minds alert. If we are interested in 
a subject we run a course and the 
group research and talk about it.”

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Raids put brakes on 
gang of car thieves 

Fifty vehicles recovered and 13 arrested

A CRIMINAL network 
involved in the theft and re¬ 
sale of cars has been broken 
up following raids at 16 
addresses throughout Kent 
and London. 

Those suspected of being involv¬ 
ed in the gang are accused of break¬ 
ing into people’s homes while they 
were asleep, stealing their keys and 
making off with the vehicles before 
selling them on for less than the mar¬ 
ket value. 

Most of the burglaries were com¬ 
mitted in the Bromley area, although 
some of the 13 arrests made on 
Tuesday morning were of people liv¬ 
ing in Bexley, Croydon, Lewisham 
and west Kent. The vehicles stolen 
ranged from Aston Martins and 
Mercedes through to more affordable 
family cars. 


Maxine De Brunner, south area 
commander for the Metropolitan 
Police, said: “We are determined 
to build on the successes we have 
had over the last few years in tack¬ 
ling burglary. 

“Vehicle-related offences only 
represent a small proportion of all 
burglary but it is really concerning 
that we have seen recent increases in 
this area. 

“Bromley has been disproportion¬ 
ately affected recently with these 
suspects residing in the borough, so 
we anticipate this operation will 
make a real difference.” 

Fifty stolen cars were recovered in 
the lead-up to the operation, the 
majority of which were no more than 
a year old. 

Those who purchased the vehicles 
thinking they were legitimate have 
now been left out of pocket because 
they still belong to either the original 
owner or an insurance company. 

Det Supt Martin Huxley, who co¬ 
ordinated the operation from 
Bromley, said: ‘We saw a concerning 


increase in this style of burglary in 
the borough. 

“It was particularly worrying 
because the victims were at home 
when the burglaries happened. 

“This week’s operation targeted all 
those suspected of being involved in 
this criminal network. 

‘We are committed to taking action 
against anyone who perpetrates 
these crimes but we’d urge the public 
to take a few precautions as well. 

“Make sure your doors are 
double-locked, keep car keys out 
of sight of the front door and if you are 
buying a car, be wary of anything 
being sold for under the market 
price and ensure you get a used car 
check completed on the car prior to 
purchasing it.” 

Officers recovered seven vehicles 
during the raids as well as a large 
quantity of dye-stained cash, a hand¬ 
gun, a variety of spare car parts, 
drugs and numerous mobile phones. 

The 13 people were arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to burgle and 
conspiracy to handle stolen goods.

That way, you can be sure you know exactly where the meat has 
come from whilst supporting farmers from across the county.

One such farm, Chandler and Dunn, offer the full service, from 
field to fork. Running since the 1890s, Chandler and Dunn farm 
rears around 150 Sussex cattle, 200 Romney Marsh lambs and a 
handful of pigs, which roam the Kent countryside. 

The herd of cattle was first established in the early 1900s and 
the butchery nearly 100 years later. 

Each day, farm workers venture out into the fields to check on 
the animals and give them their feed. 

Part of their diet includes the tasty by-products of the farm, 
including potatoes and apples. 

This helps to produce a guality meat for the butcher, with only a 
small amount of fat. 

The beef is hung for three to four weeks, to get the most flavour. 

Alice Dunn, who manages the shop under the ownership of her 
father, started helping out with the animals as a young teenager. 

She said the choice available from them is entirely different to 


the commercial giants: "We have a lot more to offer than you can 
get in a supermarket, in terms of guality and flavour.

Lessons in learning 

GARY WRIGHT asks whv do 

we privately tutor so many 
children... and who benefits? 


IT HAS been revealed 
that around 25 per cent 
of children in our county 
are receiving extra pri¬ 
vate tutoring away from 
their regular school. 

Think about that for a minute: 
one in four kids in Kent do not 
get a proper education under our 
existing system, or so their par¬ 
ents believe. 

A huge number of those chil¬ 
dren of course will be the poor 
souls who receive external tutor¬ 
ing just so that they can pass the 
11-plus. 

Then of course when they get to 
the grammar school that their 
parents have chosen, many of 
those tutored kids will spend the 
next five years struggling to keep 
up. 

Ironically, some will probably 
need extra private tuition to do so. 

The grammar school prepara¬ 
tion didn’t surprise me too much, 
but I was more disturbed to dis¬ 
cover that children as young as 
four were receiving private tutor¬ 
ing in Kent. 

Make no mistake there is 
something not quite right with 
the world of education if this is 
the case, and I think that it’s the 
parents who deserve a lot of the 
blame. 

The headmaster of The Skinn¬ 
ers School in Tunbridge Wells 
explained on Radio Kent last 
week that of the 115 boys he takes 
in each year, he still carries out 


another test to find out those lads 
who ‘need additional support’. 

So, in one of the county’s top 
grammar schools - apparently 
some parents are tutoring smart 
kids so that they get better 
results so they can get into a bet¬ 
ter grammar - it seems the boys 
who arrive may not actually be 
the cream of the crop. 

The headmaster was unable to 
say that the pupils who needed 
the support had been tutored 
before they got there, but I came 
away with the impression that 
even he suspected they were. 

But I bet the parents are still so 
proud that their offspring is 
going to the right school, even 
though he (or she) is going to 
spend the next five years strug¬ 
gling and probably hating school 
for that reason. 

This is wrong. Firstly, tutored, 
average student X will have 
taken a place that could have 
gone to untutored, gifted pupil Y. 

That irritates me and probably 
should irritate you as well. 

Secondly, tutoring is available 
to those who have the cash and 
therefore reinforces a have-and- 
have-not society (though I also 
accept many parents make sacri¬ 


fices to pay for the tutor too). 

Thirdly, there’s the issue of the 
tutors themselves. Most arrange¬ 
ments are private so it means 
there is no need for tutors to 
undergo the normal police checks 
teachers must have. Now I’m not 
against those people who are 
tutors, the need is there. 

However, the good part for 
them is that no one is going to 
stop external tutoring happen¬ 
ing, and here’s why: Teachers 
might not like the thought some 
of their class are receiving out¬ 
side help, but if it improves the 
results of ‘their’ children, they’re 
not going to complain are they? 

For teachers, it means a quar¬ 
ter of ‘their’ children should get 
through to grammar without 
them making any extra effort. 

That’s a result for a lot of them 
- especially the ones who are 
never going to be able to teach 
English properly (I’ve seen plen¬ 
ty of school reports with lazy 
grammar and poor spelling). 

Headteachers too will love the 
fact that externally tutored chil¬ 
dren bring a school’s SATSs up. 

Our county council will proba¬ 
bly not want to discourage pri¬ 
vate tutoring either. 



If they did, parents might 
expect standards in the class¬ 
room to go up - more one-to-one, 
that kind of thing - which would 
mean more money and resources. 

So, our council that sometimes 
struggles to give proper support 
to, for example, dyslexic children 
(I have personal experience of the 
difficulty in getting a child state- 
mented), might believe it is better 
to let an army of tutors, paid for 
directly by parents, lift the educa¬ 
tional standards of this county. 

And finally the well meaning, 
but misguided parents will 
always want to spend money on 
their children’s education. 

For many of them it saves them 
having to spend time with their 
kids, reading and the like. 

But how many bright kids from 
poorer backgrounds are being 
robbed of the chance of better 
education because their parents 
failed them by not investing in 
private tutoring? 

We may never know.

Statistics are spurious 

Recent comments which suggested we may 
have to accept the inevitability of speed cam¬ 
eras reducing the inherent dangers of speed 
got me thinking. 

Cameras targeting the wrong drivers are at 
best ineffective, at worst positively dangerous 
and the least cost-effective method of improv¬ 
ing road safety ever devised. They monitor 
speed above a posted limit ignoring the large 
number of other offences, many more danger¬ 
ous than speeding Cameras cover about 0.5 
per cent of our road network. Therefore to 


claim accident reductions - as the Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership has - 
of 50 to 60 per cent is spurious. Even if the 
claimed benefits were not overstated, they 
apply only at camera sites - within a few 
hundred yards of the cameras. 

It’s pushing credibility to its limit to pro¬ 
claim high accident reductions ignoring any 
other causal factors, such as failure to look 
properly (which is the biggest cause of acci¬ 
dents). There is no justification for a body 
which may cost Kent taxpayers £2 million a 
year, to use the public’s money to hand out 
prosecutions and fines when speeding 
forms such a small percentage of accidents.

Be ambitious, Nick 

An article last week by Cllr Nick Chard, 
head of recycling, highways and transport 
at Kent County Council, raises some inter¬ 
esting points. Perhaps the least interesting 
is greater KCC control over recycling 
among the county’s 13 districts. 

Doesn’t KCC do this already, and ever 
more tightly? It can’t simply be relying on 
1972 or 1990 environmental legislation or 
council scrutiny in the age of climate 
change. 

There is too broad a range of responsibili¬ 
ties for Cllr Chard’s department. Highways 
and recycling? 

Potholes and landfill hardly complement 
each other - with the former needing filling 
but not the latter. 

Yet if KCC’s target on recycling is to raise 
the 40 per cent rate to 42 per cent in the 
next few years, then we’re doomed to ever- 
higher temperatures, ever-deeper floods 
and the faster Kent will slip beneath the 
waves. 

With only 0.3 per cent of material not 
being able to be recycled, there seems no 
reason not to have clear guidelines and 
communications on zero waste for all Kent. 

Germany’s manufacturers or retailers to 
take back their packaging or ensure 80 per¬ 
cent of it is collected rather than thrown 
out. Then 80 per cent of what is collected 
has to be re-used or recycled. 

In Kent, simply recycling all paper and 
composting all food waste would achieve a 
rate of over 50 per cent while basic pick- 
and-sort’ approaches for metal and plastics 


would reduce landfill even further. 

Add in more innovative techniques such 
as clothing, shoes, books and toy collections 
and the re-use rate would improve further. 

Certainly no school, hospital or town 
should now be without its own recycling 
and collection facilities. The greatest chal¬ 
lenge, though, is communications. 

A lack of knowledge or information on 
what can be recycled or how to do so, sim¬ 
ply fuels the fire of ever-expanding waste. 
Yet innovative solutions such as the east 
Kent BMX park on former landfill sites 
demonstrate the potential for success. 

KCC has begun the ISO14001 process, 
but detailed information to residents and 
businesses are the key. Improved communi¬ 
cations with supermarkets and distribution 
chains, and a greater emphasis on local pro¬ 
duce and shopping, should not only reduce 
excess packaging, but remove lorries from 
our roads. Tesco lorries alone truck food 68 
million miles each year around the UK - 
that’s 142 round trips to the moon. The 
Kent apple has long been surpassed by the 
French pomme, but no wonder if supermar¬ 
kets reject UK seasonal foods and insist on 
ever-tighter and ever-more pointless sizing 
and rating - and waste - of loose fruit. 

But is there more to be done? Zero waste 
plus one? Kent’s coastline is ever more 
fruitful for the wind farm industry. 

Where is the offset for Kent’s homes in 
free electricity from our own natural 
resource? Where are the solar panel incen¬ 
tives for one of the sunniest parts of the 
UK? While no council in Kent that I’m 
aware of has established a specific fund 
based on the recent car scrappage scheme 
to remove older more polluting vehicles 
from our roads. Nor in upgrading the bus 
fleet. Waste is certainly not a cost but 
rather a necessity and with the right 
approach should actually be a growth 
industry for Kent, whether it be re-empha- 
sis of Kent’s farmland for biofuel crops or 
improved local food and shopping. 

Let’s hope Cllr Chard takes the bull by 
the horns and doubles recycling rates in the 
next four years to 80 per cent and slashes 
the cost of recycling and waste. 

With £2 billion in Government funds and 
council tax, KCC can easily manage to set 
the right standards and deliver on them. 

Anything else would be a waste.

Dartford’s silver lining 

This past week has been extremely tough 
for Dartford, but now the worst is over and 
residents are starting to recover from the 
ordeal, I think it only right to express pub¬ 
licly some of the issues we were raising 
with those at the centre of the emergency 
as the week wore on. 

First, I hope EDF may reflect that com¬ 
munications to residents in the early hours 
of the failure were not as clear or useful as 
they might have been. We can all appreci¬ 
ate their main concern was to get power 
back on, but information available via web¬ 
sites was hazy, confusing and not readily 
available to customers without power. 
Things improved once BBC Radio and 
local newspapers were on the story and I 
thank them all for their assistance. 

Second, as council leader, I am surprised 
doubts have arisen within EDF about the 
obligation to compensate residents and 
customers. It is clear to me they should 
pay and that Ofgem should insist they do. 

Whatever the cause of the incident, it is 
clear customers are entirely blameless. It 
would be totally unacceptable if local peo¬ 
ple and businesses were denied reasonable 
compensation either because unreliable 
current had occasionally been restored 
amid long days of darkness or because 
vandalism overcame levels of security that 
customers had no part in determining. 

I have written to both EDF and Ofgem 
making clear my view that fair compensa¬ 
tion must be paid. 

Thirdly, this week’s power failure created 
by accident an opportunity that ministers 
had no courage to bring about themselves. 
For one brief, beautiful moment it paral¬ 
ysed the tolls at the Dartford crossing and 
gave us all the scrap the tolls experiment 


in week of darkness 

we have long been asking for. 

The result was no surprise. Traffic flowed 
more freely, safely and with less pollution 
than at any time since the promise to 
scrap the tolls was broken. I expect noth¬ 
ing to change because so much cash is 
involved, but if there is a silver lining to 
this week’s cloud it is surely that the 
Government can no longer be in any doubt 
that the congestion, poor health, appalling 
air quality and lost efficiency caused by the 
tolls is nothing to do with traffic numbers, 
as they say it is, but everything to do with 
money. 

Finally, while the directors of EDF may 
have cause to reflect on the company’s 
communications and security this week, I 
hope all Dartford people would want to 
join me in thanking their extraordinarily 
dedicated staff on the ground who worked 
tirelessly in difficult and dangerous condi¬ 
tions to restore power. I toured a number 
of supported housing schemes and commu¬ 
nities in the depths of the power cut and 
was relieved to find people were in good 
spirits and coping well. That is due in no 
small measure to the sterling efforts of the 
police, emergency services, KCC, Dartford 
council officers and particularly the British 
Red Cross and volunteers from WRVS who 
supplied hearty meals and refreshments. 

Not everything went right but agencies 
pulled together to make things happen. 
Lessons must be learned, compensation 
must be paid and we’ve proved that con¬ 
gestion is relieved when the tolls are lifted. 

Dartford people were resilient, caring 
and resourceful when disaster struck. I am 
enormously proud of the town and its ral¬ 
lying spirit and determination. Thank you.

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Dangers lurking in the garden 


WE ARE all aware that some 
plants are poisonous. But are we 
aware quite how many of our best¬ 
loved garden plants are harmful? I 
first became aware of the potential 
dangers when my daughter began 
crawling around the garden and 
into the flower beds. 

For a brief moment I 
vowed to rid my garden of 
harmful plants in order to 
protect my child from 
danger. But I quickly 
came to realise that I 
would be left with 
empty beds and borders. 

I would have to

take a different tack. Perhaps I was lucky that 
she understood that she was not to put any¬ 
thing from the garden into her mouth unless I 
gave it to her. 

With our renewed interest in vegetable 
growing it is useful to know that parts of some 
fruits and vegetables are poisonous, for exam¬ 
ple the foliage of rhubarb, apple pips and 
peach stones. There are degrees of poisoning - 
we have all survived swallowing an apple pip. 

It is important to understand the difference 
between a rash or an upset tummy and a fatal 
dose of cyanide or ricin. 

We all know there are many poisonous wild 
flowers, giant hog weed, 


ragwort, buttercup, cuckoo’s pint, mistletoe, 
and of course, deadly night shade. Nettles are 
included in the list, the sting of a nettle is tech¬ 
nically a poison, but it is not going to kill us. 
However it would be a different matter to start 
chewing our way through a plate of deadly 
nightshade. 

Many bulbs are poisonous, the list includes 
daffodil, autumn crocus, amaryllis, tulips and 
hyacinth bulbs. It is possible that young chil¬ 
dren could associate bulbs with onions, 
although I am not sure how many children 
would pick up an onion and eat it raw. I think 
that would be left for a Guinness Book of 
Records challenger. 

Some common garden trees we need to be 
aware of are laburnum, euonymous, yew, 
privet and leylandii. 

Leylandii hedges will irritate your skin, where¬ 


as the others have more unpleasant effects. 

The poppy and foxglove are famous for then- 
poisons, and are respected accordingly. One 
plant that should be given the utmost respect 
is monkswood; all parts of the plant are poi¬ 
sonous and it should never even be used as a 
cut flower. Delphiniums, iris, hellebores, azal¬ 
eas, daphne, lilies, euphorbia, rue, tobacco 
plant, St John’s wort, lupin, ivy, chrysanthe¬ 
mum, the list, you see, could go on and on. 

I have learned over the years that I need to 
use gloves when handling rue and euphorbia. 
Now and again I get a rash on my arms after 
a morning’s gardening, but it is hard to identi¬ 
fy which plant was the culprit. 

There is a vast difference between a slight 
rash and a fatal poisoning. The way to avoid 
being harmed by our beautiful garden plants 
is to treat them as plants, and not as food.

It’s the small touches that make a house a home. We pick out 
some of the best to turn your sanctuary into a little palace

MIRROR, MIRROR: Relatively easy to 
find, these bevelled mirrors, grouped 
together, look far better than if they were 
in assorted frames. There is a coherence 
to the group, and the variety of shapes 
makes a pleasing display 


WHY do well-dressed people stand 
out from the crowd? It’s not just the 
clothes they wear, but the way they 
incorporate little finishing touches 
like a scarf, belt or jewellery which 
make them eye-catching. 

The same surely applies to rooms - and the 
most successful are “well dressed” with decora¬ 
tive details, be they mirrors and artwork, 
cushions or books. 

Caroline Clifton-Mogg, interiors specialist 
and author, is a definite believer. ‘We have all 
been to houses where ‘stuff is everywhere, 
lying around almost at random and looking 
definitely unloved,” she says. 

“But in another house, the same things are 
arranged in such a way that lifts the spirits 
and makes you want to go home and 
rearrange all your possessions.” 

All too often, she says, the power of those 
details is underestimated. 

“That’s such a waste as they make a space a 
home and give it a personality. When someone 
new comes to our home, the first things they 
notice aren’t the semi-permanent pieces - the 
fitted kitchen or the trendy wet room. 

“What they focus on are the pictures and the 


way they are hung, the decorative objects, 
flowers on a table or the way books are 
arranged on the shelves. These give any visitor 
an instant impression of who you are, your 
taste and likes and dislikes.” 

So if your possessions are randomly dis¬ 
played and the look is cluttered rather than 
classic, Caroline’s new book, All In The Detail, 
could be a boon. It’s packed with 400 imagina¬ 
tive finishing touches and practical advice on 
how to achieve them. 

Caroline says: “I simply want to show people 
the value of finishing touches, and how to 
make them count. We all have possessions 
that we’ve bought, been given or inherited. 

“The joy is that properly treated they can 
truly transform a home making it pleasant, 
warm, and visually stunning, and it won’t 
even cost you a penny!” 

Follow Caroline’s guide to winning ways 
with decorative details. 

Decorative tips 

1. Stand back and try to see your posses¬ 
sions as a visitor would. It will help you re¬ 
evaluate them with a fresh eye. Take some 
photos of your rooms, as it will make it clear 
which objects are working for you, and which 
aren’t. 

2. Recognise that, sometimes without realis¬ 
ing it, we’re all collectors. That may be on a 
simple scale with a few pieces of decorative 
china or old photographs, or more planned 


with objects carefully gathered over the years. 
Consider whether items can be grouped 
together to appealing effect, and look for 
themes to unify them. 

3. “Less is more” is a good guideline. Rotating 
displays occasionally and moving familiar 
objects into different rooms will instantly 
refresh them and the space. 

4. Don’t overlook perfect display spaces like 
mantels or occasional tables which can be 
dressed with a “tablescape” of collected objects 
that have some link, whether in colour or the 
material in which they’re made. 

5. See cushions as decorative jewels that can 
instantly brighten a space and sometimes 
completely alter the look of a room. Nothing 
looks duller than identical cushions, so experi¬ 
ment by, for instance, grouping cushions in the 
same colour but in different textures, or have 
one striking cushion starring beside its plain¬ 
er neighbours. 

Pretty as a picture 

Walls look wonderful if they’re dressed prop¬ 
erly - but successful picture displays rely for 
their impact on a connecting factor. 

Caroline explains: “All too often, a picture is 
hung in single, solitary isolation, to be joined 
later by another one, which even though it 
doesn’t have any visual connection with the 
other is hung in the remaining space. This 
random approach rarefy works. 

“Instead, ensure pictures share a connection.

• Underfloor heating 
• Free parking 
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It can be the colour or shape of the frames, 
or the subject matter - perhaps animals or 
coastal scenes.” 

Alternatively, she suggests linking pic¬ 
tures by the medium in which they are 
painted, for instance grouping watercolours 
or oils together. 

She recommends that before you hang a 
group of pictures you should take time to 
prepare a plan on paper or lay out the pic¬ 
tures on the floor. 

Next, measure exactly the distance 
required between the frames and the 
height from the floor. 

If there is furniture below the pictures, 
such as a sofa or table, pictures should be 
hung at a height that makes them appear 
to “tie in” with any furniture below. 

Magic of mirrors 

Mirrors transform a room by reflecting 
light and making a space seem larger. 

But Caroline offers a word of warning: 
“When we enter a room our eye is first 
drawn to a mirror, so take care where it is 
placed and that the view they reflect is a 
good one. 

“Mirrors which are too large to be hung 
with ease can look very effective on the 
floor, propped against the wall, where they 
act almost as a door to a reflected room 
beyond.” 

Blooming marvellous 

Flowers make a room come alive, but 
there’s no need to splash out on expensive 
arrangements. 

“Even a single striking branch in a clear 
glass vase can look wonderful, especially if 
there’s a small collection of tiny natural 
treasures like pebbles, or shells grouped 
around it,” advises Caroline. 

Flowers, she says, can play a part in all 
rooms in the house. Show off small blooms 
to best effect by grouping them together - 
as they will be dwarfed by large blooms. 
Tall flowers are best displayed when 
they’re viewed at eye level. 

Top tip: Almost anything can make a 
great container for flowers, so don’t simply 
rely on conventional vases. 

Use jam jars as waterproof “liners” for 
flowers if you want to use a basket or box. 
Adapt teapots, sauce boats, brandy or 
liqueur glasses as well as buckets or bottles 
into alternative containers. Single blooms 
arranged in a collection of bottles work 
especially well, especially placed in front of 
a mirror or picture. 

Beautiful books 

Books are Caroline’s favourite detail and 
she says: “There is something about books, 
old and new, which does more to person¬ 
alise and humanise a room than almost 
any other detail.” 

But she advises against arranging them

with military precision. Instead, she says, gaps 
could be left on shelves so that there’s space 
for other things, from a plant to a piece of 
china. 

Pictures also could be hung or propped 
against the wall on shelves, or even hung from 
the upright shelf supports. 

Journey to china 

Those ceramic pieces - from china dinner 
sets through to vases - are all too often stored 
in cupboards, and their display charms over¬ 
looked, Caroline points out. 

“These pieces deserve respect and to be dis¬ 


played in ways that add to their charms, 
rather than detract from them. Just because 
pieces are functional doesn’t mean they’re not 
beautiful. 

“And those random ones left over from a set 
that’s long disappeared can make the most 
effective decorative details.” 

Don’t limit china to the kitchen or dining 
room, says Caroline. “Perhaps a pretty sugar 
bowl could be used in a bathroom filled with 
soaps, or a large soup tureen without a lid 
could be planted with bulbs. It’s all about look¬ 
ing afresh at old friends.”

Consumers’ Association magazine, put chillies 
to the test to find out which varieties were 
most suited to the outdoors and whether they 
would ripen in what turned out to be a very 
poor summer. 

Researchers grew 20 varieties from seed in 
March and put them out in early June, feeding 
them once a week with tomato fertiliser after 
the fruits had set. 

They identified six varieties which will do 
well whatever the weather. 

‘Filius Blue’, a medium-strength chilli with 
masses of brightly-coloured fruits turning 
from green to bluish purple and then red, was 
voted Best Buy. 

It’s ideal for patio pots or hanging baskets, 
and in the trial produced around 65 small, 

cherry-like fruits per plant, of which more 
than half had ripened by the end of the trial 
in October. 

The other winner was Aurora’, a compact 
plant producing loads of slightly hotter 
chillies which ripened well, going from pur¬ 
ple to orange to bright red by the autumn. 

The fruits are short and pointed, measur¬ 
ing around 27mm in length, held above 
attractive dark green foliage, and are ideal 
for smaller pots and window baskets. Both 
these varieties are available from Cookoo 
Box Chillies (www.cookooboxchillies.com or 
call 07749 828 168) and W Robinson & Son 
(www.mammothonion.co.uk or 01524 791 
210 ). 

Other good performers included ‘Prairie 
Fire’, an interesting-looking type which pro¬ 
duces upward-pointing fruits which ripen 
from pale lemon through orange to bright 
red. they become bushy plants, producing 
enough foliage to fill patio pots. However, 
only 15 per cent of the fiery fruits had 
turned bright red by the end of the trial. 

‘Orozco’ and ‘Newmex Twilight’ did well 
outside as ornamental plants, but relatively 
few fruits ripened, while ‘Gold Nugget’ pro¬ 
duced an abundance of small, rounded dec¬ 
orative fruits, many of which ripened. 

There were some turkeys in the trial, 
though, varieties which didn’t produce 
many ripe fruits and didn’t look pretty 
either, including ‘Balloon’, ‘Fish’ and ‘Friar’s 
Hat’.

a go with chillies, sow seeds in March in a 
propagator or on a warm windowsill, prick 
out seedlings into individual pots and then 
pot on until they are ready to place in their 
final 25-30cm diameter container. 

Support the stems with canes when the 
fruit is developing on all but the smallest 
types and keep plants indoors until all risk 
of frost has passed. Water them when the 
compost is dry to the touch.

Water carry 
on - the best 
ways to feed 
your plantlife 


AS CONTAINER plants begin to 
flourish and hanging baskets 
start to look their best, it’s the 
watering that’s the hassle. 

It’s the most time-consuming chore of sum¬ 
mer, especially if you have loads of pots. 

Many of us use drought-tolerant plants 
such as geraniums, agapanthus, alliums, 
phormiums, euphorbias, hebes, verbascum 
and nepeta to ease the burden of watering, 
and most established shrubs and perennials 
need less watering because their roots go 
deep enough to find moisture. 

If you don’t want to be limited in the plants 
you choose, you can install automatic irriga¬ 
tion systems. 

Choose a system which has a supply pipe 
that carries the water around the garden, 
and micro-tubing that can be fitted with indi¬ 
vidual nozzles which drip water at an even 
rate. 

Starter kits are available for self-assembly, 
and you can add extra pipes and nozzles 
later to extend the system. 

Connect the system to an outside tap and 
turn it on and off by hand, or add a timing 
device to do it automatically. 

The busy gardener should focus only on 
plants that need watering: those in contain¬ 
ers; and newly-planted specimens in borders, 
which will need to be kept moist until they 
are established. 

Don’t get the hosepipe out to your borders 
in full sun on a hot day as lightly spraying 
the surface does no good at all, and in any 
case few areas of the garden need watering 
daily. 

Some vegetables will also need regular 
watering as they develop. Peas and beans 
should be watered frequently when the pods 
start to swell, while tomatoes and courgettes 
are also thirsty plants and need plenty of 
water as the fruit develops. 

With tomatoes, don’t go days without 
watering and then drench them. If you do,

the base of the fruit is likely to split or the 
tomatoes may develop blossom-end rot - a 
dry, hard brownish coat at the base of the 
fruit which will min them. 

Leafy crops such as lettuce are less likely to 
bolt if they are kept moist, while tubers, such 
as potatoes, will need water throughout the 
growing season. 

Light watering is not the answer for most 
plants, as it just wets the surface of the soil - 
which encourages shallow rooting - and also 
evaporates more quickly. 

In hot weather, water in early morning or 
evening to reduce evaporation, and try to 
keep it around the base of the stem. 

Aim water at the roots of trees by inserting 
a section of drainpipe filled with gravel next 
to the tree, and then pouring water down 
that - it should go directly where it’s need¬ 
ed. 

Make a ridge of soil around shrubs which 
will hold the water in place as it soaks in. For 
plants in rows or smaller plants, install a 
seep hose. 

Alternatively, sink a plastic flowerpot into 
the ground next to a plant that is likely to 
need watering and fill it up, which directs the 
water under the surface to the rooting zone of 
the plant. 

On the patio, you can buy equipment which 
will save time on watering by hand. Line 
porous containers with polythene before 
planting, but don’t cover the drainage holes. 
There are also self-watering containers with 
a reservoir built into the base and a wick con¬ 
necting the reservoir to the compost. 

Stand summer pots on pot saucers so at 
least some of the water which has drained 
out will remain at the base and hopefully 
still seep up into the soil. 

A few easy changes to your watering habits 
should mean you can still enjoy your garden 
without having the hose out all the time.

Q We are on the look out for a 
new dining table, but are as 
yet undecided. There are so 
many to choose from. Could you 
give us a few tips on buying the 
right dining table for us? 

Kate, Bromley 

A These are a few general tips for 
buying dining tables. • If you haven’t 
got room for a large dining table, then 
look for a table that extends, so that you can 
fit everyone in when you need to. Be aware 
that there are tables with integrated exten¬ 
sions. I prefer these as it means that you 
don’t have to find storage elsewhere. 

• Think also about the width of the table. 
For you to create a sociable atmosphere you 
must be sure the table isn’t too wide - but 
for there to be enough space to put dishes 
etc on the table without feeling cramped. 

• If you want low maintenance, then 
don’t go for untreated wood. You could try 
marble or corian. Glass is good too, but it 
does show up any finger marks and dust. 

• Square, rectangular or round? Well, if you 
have small children go for rounded edges - 
or maybe simpy round. Oval can allow for 
more seats and makes a nice change from 
the traditional rectangular tables. 

• If you want to avoid knocking your legs 
on the table legs, chose a table with a 
pedestal base.

I 
would quite like to introduce 
two colours, and want one of them 
to be cream. Which colours would 
you suggest to go with that?

Dirty Nails 



ROOT THEM OUT: It’s almost time to pull up your onions, or plant some winter spring onions 


ONIONS 

Onions are very much on Dirty Nails’ mind 
at the moment. His main crops, ‘Stuttgarter 
Giant’, ‘Sturon’ and ‘Red Baron’, are fat and 
shiny in the ground. Their tops are turning 
brown and withering and the bulbs are 
ripening beautifully in the hot sun. Dirty 
Nails lets his onion tops die back naturally 
with the crop still in the ground. When he 
planted them as sets in March they were 
popped in at 6in (15cm) intervals, with a foot 
(30cm) between rows. 

This generous spacing has been paying div¬ 
idends ever since, giving the plants ample 
room to grow and now letting in plenty of sun¬ 
shine. Bending over the tops carefully at the 
neck, if soft enough, is another way to expose 
the crop to the sun. Harvesting will take place 
soon, with a watchful eye on the weather. If 
the forecast suggests it is set fine for some 
time at the end of August, they will be happy 
left in the ground. If wet weather threatens 
the latter half of the month, Dirty Nails will 
opt to lift his onions and hang them in a shel¬ 
tered but airy place, in bunches, to dry. 

SPRING ONIONS 

Spring onions can still be sown. Dirty Nails 
likes to get in a quick-growing variety such 
as ‘Guardsman’ which can be pulled for 
autumn salads in October, or over-winter 
with protection for a very early spring crop. 
He sows the pinhead-sized black seeds care¬ 
fully, evenly and not too thickly, less than an 
inch (1cm) deep with 4in (10cm) between 
rows. He finds that emptying the seeds into 
the palm of one hand and sowing with 
thumb and fore-finger of the other, is the eas¬ 
iest way. At this time of year it is important 


to keep the germinating seeds moist. Grass¬ 
like shoots should appear within a few days. 

WEEDING 

The hoe is being kept busy annihilating 
weeds during dry spells. A useful tool for del¬ 
icate hoeing in tight spaces is a dinner knife, 
with the blade bent at 90 degrees halfway 


along its length. Dirty Nails uses his to slice 
the weeds off just below the soil surface with 
a controlled scraping motion. He uses a hoe 
to weed between rows, and a bent knife to get 
in between the individual plants. 

When the soil is moist, most weeds will pull 
out whole with a bit of gentle persuasion. If 
the root is particularly deep, Dirty Nails 


employs a hand-fork to loosen the soil just 
enough to tease the root out. He keeps an old 
dinner-fork in his pocket too, to use for exact¬ 
ly the same purpose, when soil disturbance 
needs to be kept to a minimum.

CHEVROLET is getting serious 
after tinkering with bits and pieces 
of cars since absorbing the former 
Korean Daewoo brand in 2005. 

Its new Ford Focus-size Cruze saloon is the 
General Motors value brand’s first all-new 
model for the UK and European market and 
will become a true world car, replacing even 
the big-selling Chevy Cobalt in the US. 

This is a far cry from recent warmed over 
Daewoos, many derived from even older gen¬ 
eration GM cars; the Cruze uses a state-of-the- 
art platform from the forthcoming Vauxhall 
Astra replacement. 

The new Chevy also looks the part; where 
the brand’s new two-part grille sits exactly as 
you would expect on the current Aveo super¬ 
mini - like a new nose grafted onto the old 
Kalos and presented as a new model - the 
Cruze wears it like it was bom to it. 

We don’t buy many saloons of this size in the 
UK and Chevy is coy about prospects for a 
hatchback to follow, but buyers will be tempt¬ 
ed by the style, smart interior, generous stan¬ 
dard spec - including stability control, fully 
adjustable driver’s seat and air con - plus typ¬ 
ically cheap pricing. 

Chevy sees it competing with other Focus- 
class value stars such as the Korean twins -

the Kia Ceed and Hyundai i30 - and the 
Czech Skoda Octavia. 

Love at first sight of the Cruze fades on driv¬ 
ing it, but those who buy for the long haul - 
softening hefty depreciation over the first 
three years - could bag a smart bargain. 

Prices start at £11,995 and even in entry 
model ‘S’ trim, interior quality and materials 
are impressive for this class, but for signs of a 
naive assumption that buyers never lower 
their eyes below armrest level. 

The quality of the controls and regularly- 
touched surfaces shame many a rival though, 
with none of the scratch-prone finishes seen 
before on Chevys such as the dire Kalos. 

Cabin space is excellent, although the styl¬ 
ishly raked roofline robs the car of some rear 


headroom, and the boot is huge even with a 
full-size spare wheel. 

Out on the road, it is soon obvious the Cruze 
is set up more for comfort than handling, but 
it does not lack for grip and the steering is 
light yet delivers good feedback. 

However, chassis composure and steering 
goes pear-shaped with the extra weight of the 
148bhp 2.0-litre diesel under the bonnet; a 
shame because this is a good all-rounder for 
economy and road tax/emissions and Chevy’s 
best hope for attacking the company car sector. 

On the other hand, the diesel adds a £1,500 
premium to the selling price and probably 
needs an extra gear for motorway work and 
out and out economy in the current market. 

Ruling this out leaves a straight choice 
between lllbhp 1.6 and 139bhp 1.8-litre petrol 
engines; the latter is currently available only in 
lavish LT trim though and starts from £13,595, 
leaving the junior engine as the best buy. 

It is no fireball, but concedes little to the big¬ 
ger unit, while delivering slightly better econ¬ 
omy and cheaper prices - the £12,595 1.6LS 
should be the best-selling Cruze and brings 
alloys, steering wheel audio controls and lots 
of other goodies.

MG sports cars survive as a 
Chinese-built version of the old 
MG TF roadster, fettled by a 
much reduced British workforce 
at Longbridge, Birmingham. 

This could be a source of 
sadness, but at least a great brand 
lives on and with the promise of 
future growth and new models. 

And the affordable fun element 
of the original pre-World War Two 
brand survives strongly too, with 
a new £13,511 TF 135 budget 
version. Spend a bit more though 
(£15,995) and you can have the 
fully-specc’d LE500 flagship, 
complete with removable hardtop 
for all-weather use. 

We borrowed one from 
Gravesend-based Apple MG 
and sent confirmed MG TF owner 
and fan Jo Nicoll to check how 
new compares with old... 

WHAT have they done to ‘my’ car? 

Just enough to make it feel better yet nicely 
familiar, as it happens. 

It comes to something when my biggest dis¬ 
like was the colour of the test car from Apple 
MG at Gravesend. It was black with black 
alloys - more boy’s car than girl’s. 

But the drive was far more impressive than in 
my ‘old’ yet much-loved 38,000-mile ’02 reg car. 

The new car is far more comfortable to be in, 
without losing any of the fun element, no 
doubt helped by much-improved seats too. 

And while I expected the gearshift to be 
stiffer than on my used car, I was pleasantly 



surprised to find it was equally easy to use yet 
much smoother. 

This could actually describe the new MG TF 
overall, it seems a lot better made and quieter 
‘hood up’, especially on the motorway 
The tables are turned when driving open-top 
- the wind deflector on the new car seems to 
work less efficiently than the one on my car. 


But this is a tiny minus against the big plus 
for the new car’s hood: a heated rear window - 
luxury 

It’s hard enough to see out of the small rear 
window anyway, but it can be a nightmare on 
a winter’s morning in my old car. 

Best of all, instead of having to scramble 
‘bum out of door’ to unzip the rear window 
before folding the hood down, you now undo 
two clips as before and simply flip it back. 

The new car also has a USB socket for my 
iPod - a gadget not even dreamed of when the 
MG first appeared. 

Some old foibles remain such as a fuel gauge 


that loiters around ‘full’ for hundreds of miles 
and then appears to plummet from ‘half to 
‘empty’ during a drive around the block - at 
least you now get a fuel warning light though. 

And there is also an annoying lump in the 
footwell on the passenger side. 

One of the joys of the MG is ample legroom 
for a sports car, but the new version has this 
intrusion that I presume is something to do 
with making the car more adaptable for right 
or left hand drive production. 

All in all though, it’s a real temptation to 
part exchange my ‘old un’ for a new one, espe¬ 
cially at these prices.

BMW 520d 


MOTORING’S long-running upper 
crust soap has seen an uncharac¬ 
teristic twist lately. 

For years BMW 520d has been the most eli¬ 
gible suitor in the executive class. He’s from an 
impeccable Bavarian family that has success¬ 
fully denied all connections with the region’s 
Mad King Ludwig II - though ‘Beemer’s’ curi¬ 
ous dress sense argues to the contrary. 

All-round accomplishment includes embrac¬ 
ing the need for economy, now conserving 
and balancing his budget through his 
EfficientDynamics regime. 

Of course, he has German rivals such as Audi 
A6, but there is something of the nouveau riche 


about this upstart tied to the fabulously wealthy, 
but rather common Volkswagen dynasty. 

Our hero probably worries more about a 
neighbour with nobler connections - 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class of the Daimler clan. 

He went through a troubled patch a few 
years ago, fuelling whispers about reliability 
and suitability, but came back this year look¬ 
ing refreshed and re-energised, only to find the 
ageing Beemer still in the hunt. 

There is an ambitious Swedish contingent to 
contend with, but Volvo S80 never quite deliv¬ 
ers on promises, while von Saab 9-5 is well 


into dotage. Then there is the big brash 
Yankee Chrysler 300C, Japanese Lexus GS - 
not as agile as a Samurai heritage would sug¬ 
gest - and flamboyant Frenchman, Citroen 
C6, from a family founded on engineering 
genius yet lacking staying power. 

But Beemer’s biggest threat is the new heir 
to the long-established Jaguar family, the XF. 

He arrived last year like Mr Darcy diving 
into the lake and has had company car user 
choosers swooning ever since. 

After all this drama though, perhaps it’s 
time to switch over to a documentary... and 


the 520d is still the aspirational manager’s 
motor, outselling all other 5-Series models put 
together and rubbing rivals’ noses in it too. 

Though launched in 2003, the styling 
remains controversial and, while this has 
probably helped the car maintain freshness, 
sneak previews of a now looming replacement 
suggest a comeback for BMW conservatism. 

Whatever you think of the car’s looks 
though, the proof of the pudding is in the eat¬ 
ing and summed up simply by a car-loving 
friend of mine who described his 520d as “the 
best bloody company car I’ve ever had” - this

My overriding impression was the 520d’s 
ability to cope with everything thrown at it 
thanks to an engine that pulls like a train 
when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 


As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but an average of nearly 50mpg is not 
unreasonable unless you exploit the engine’s 
considerable low-mid range punch and an 
amazing poise for such a big car - balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. 

It will hustle along country lanes making 
just about as much fuss as it does when quiet¬ 
ly cruising motorways. 

It rides well too despite run flat tyres, which 
normally seem to reduce composure. 

The cabin is spacious and typically well- 


arranged, if clinical, and now features a more 
user-friendly sounds/navigation/technology 
interface than on launch models. 

Leather is a £1,340 ‘must have’ extra to an oth¬ 
erwise attractive £27,430 price for an entiy level 
5-Series that is a long way from the petrol 518i 
‘poverty spec’ models of past generations, when 
snobby company car users would ask for the boot 
badge to be deleted from their order - ‘520d’, 
on the other hand, may be worn with pride.

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Vandal attack 
leaves heavy 
price to pay 


THE cost of the vandalism which 
left tens of thousands of homes and 
businesses in north Kent without 
power this week is likely to run 
into six figures. 

That is the warning from the Thames 
Gateway Chamber of Commerce, which repre¬ 
sents firms in the affected areas of Erith, 
Orpington, Dartford, Bexleyheath and 
Crayford. 

A fire on a cable bridge at Dartford Creek 
damaged four major electricity circuits on 
Monday and despite round-the-clock work by 
EDF Energy, the majority of properties affect¬ 
ed went more than 24 hours without power. 

Kent Police are investigating after locks at 
both ends of the bridge were found to have 
been broken.

EDF used mobile generators to supply 
power to customers for up to three hours at a 
time. 

On Tuesday the Highways Agency suspend¬ 
ed all charges at the Dartford crossing in a bid 
to reduce the logjam which had built up. 

Tracy Manley, chief executive of Thames 
Gateway Chamber of Commerce, said they 
had received calls from unhappy members 
who had spent more than 24 hours without 
power. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “There is a cost to 
businesses. If they can’t respond to customers 
except maybe over the phone then there is the 
risk that they could lose good customers to 
companies who can. 



“From the number of companies affected I 
think it is safe to say the cost will run into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. In this eco¬ 
nomic climate this is the last thing small busi¬ 
nesses need.” 

She said some firms may have managed to 
make alternative arrangements: “Something 
businesses are more aware of in this day and 
age is disaster planning, so some might have 
plans in place so staff can work from home, if 
their home is in an unaffected area. 

However, she added: “There is a domino 
effect across the county. I had a meeting at a 


school which had to close early because of the 
power cut. 

The cost to businesses is also increased as 
parents might have to leave work early to col¬ 
lect their children from school. There is a 
knock-on effect. 

“Some businesses might have a clause in 
their insurance covering something like this, 
but most will just have to suck it up and get on 
with it. 

“So it makes it even tougher to swallow 
when you hear this may have been done delib¬ 
erately.”

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RICS survey boost for housing market 


CONFIDENCE is returning to the South East housing mar¬ 
ket, a new report from the Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors has shown. 

The number of surveyors in the region expecting price 
increases grew last month, with 29 per cent expecting house 
prices to rise - a huge jump since May. 

The optimism is being driven by an increase is buyer 
enquiries and falling numbers of new properties entering 
the market. 

The number of chartered surveyors in the South East 
reporting an increase in new enquiries rose again in June, 
with almost three-quarters reporting a rise rather than a 
fall - a jump of almost a fifth on the previous month. 

Surveyors also reported a rise in house prices with two 


per cent more reporting an increase compared to the previ¬ 
ous month. Sales figures are also on the rise, with the aver¬ 
age number of properties sold over the past three months 
up a per cent in June, compared to the previous month. 

However RICS South East’s Jeremy Leaf warned: 
“Although the market is showing signs of improvement, it is 
unlikely that there will be a sustained recovery while mort¬ 
gage lenders remain risk-averse. 

“A lack of supply on the market is providing a platform for 
modest price increases. While supply remains tight, the mar¬ 
ket is likely to show tentative signs of progress but instruc¬ 
tions are starting to increase and will dampen any serious 
improvement while economic conditions remain uncer¬ 
tain.” 


Pioneer Jon gains 
American foothold 


Entrepreneur’s firm goes west to aid cancer fight 


JUST six years after a pioneering 
company was launched in Kent, it 
has opened a US base to deal with 
growing international demand as 
it joins the fight against cancer. 


Entrepreneur Jon Holmes launched 
Michelson Diagnostics Ltd (MDL) in 
Orpington in 2003 after 
developing a high-resolu¬ 
tion imaging technology 
with four colleagues and 
friends with experience in 
the development and mar¬ 
keting of hi-tech products. 

Multi-Beam Optical 
Coherence Tomography 
(OCT) produces highly- 
magnified images under J0N HOLMES 
the surface of items rang¬ 
ing from plastic and ceramics to human tis¬ 
sue. The microscopic images are now being 
used in the diagnosis, monitoring and treat¬ 
ment of cancer, particularly skin and oral 
cancer, as well as genetic research. 

Last month MDL opened a sales and sup¬ 
port office in North Carolina and last week 
celebrated its first major American order 
from the Department of Pharmacogenomics 
at Washington University in St Louis.

The EX1301 OCT microscope is being used 
for cardiology research, studying the dynam¬ 
ics of fruit fly hearts. 

The microscope is capable of performing a 
scan of the live insect which enables scien¬ 
tists to capture video sequences of the beating 
fruit fly heart and monitor how it reacts 
under different conditions. 

MDL’s new office boasts an OCT unit for 
customer trials and demonstrations but has 
no FDA-approved clinical products yet, 
although it is selling an OCT microscope for 
the scientific research market. 

Mr Holmes said: “The US market is 
unquestionably key to our commercial strate¬ 
gy. US customers are well known to rapidly 
take advantage of the latest and most innova¬ 
tive products.We already have US sales and 
are experiencing rapid growth of US 
enquiries in multiple market segments so it 
makes sense for us to establish a US presence 
to enable us to pursue these opportunities 
more effectively and to provide US customers 
with local support and service.” 

It was November 2007 when Mr Holmes 
first opted to gauge global interest in the 
technology and the company joined a UK

Trade and Investment programme to learn 
how to export his product. 

The programme has led to exploratory trips 
to the US and Europe and last month the 
firm headed to Munich for the Laser World of 
Photonics industry trade fair. 

Mitzi Swanson of UKTI South East, who 
has been working with the company since it 
joined the course, said: “MDL is a high- 
growth, innovative company. 

“Its move stateside really demonstrates a 
vision for the future and confidence in its 
achievements to date.”

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Bomb-proof solution 
to data protection on 
offer at The Bunker 


A TOP secret nuclear bomb-proof 
underground fortress designed to 
protect business data from terror¬ 
ist attack, earthquake, tidal wave 
or bomb blast is to be expanded. 

The Bunker is the name given 
to the subterranean structure in 
the middle of an 88-acre site to 
the north of Sandwich which pro¬ 
vides a secure centre for multi¬ 
million-pound companies for their 
house internet servers and sys¬ 
tems. It is protected by wire fenc¬ 
ing and few know of the conver¬ 
sion of a former bomb-proof shel¬ 
ter which housed part of the UK’s 
air defence system but was sold to 
the private sector in 1994. 

Now the company which runs 
the site - The Bunker Secure 
Hosting Ltd - is to construct a 
new facility to be known as 
Bunker Two. 

The facilities offer information 
and data storage for companies 


situated in London but fear they 
are at risk from either natural 
disaster or a terrorist attack. 

The new centre will provide “a 
highly secure, low risk internet 
hub outside of London to service 
clients who wish to house inter¬ 
net-connected systems in the UK, 
without being reliant on high risk 
London zones,” said Peregrine 
Newton, company chief executive. 

The Bunker’s security features 
include three metre thick concrete 
walls, blast doors and Faraday 
cages - structures to protect elec¬ 
tronic servers from any electro¬ 
magnetic pulse such as would 
accompany a nuclear explosion. 

About 130 clients are serviced 
by The Bunker, all of whom use it 
to protect “military grade” data. 

These include financial houses, 
investment groups and - 
bizarrely - the celebrity gossip 
website Popbitch. 



Commission urged to force French government to 


Small firms 
take Stack 
complaint 
to Brussels 


LOCAL hauliers are backing an official complaint against 
the French government for failing to prevent Channel 
blockades which are threatening the survival of many 
haulage firms, writes Business Editor Alex Hoad. 


The Kent and Medway branch of 
the Federation of Small Businesses 
(FSB) is backing the national Stop 
the Blockades campaign which is 
highlighting the plight of the UK’s 
100,000 road hauliers to the 
European Commission to try to 
force the French authorities to 
clamp down on protests by French 
fishing fleets. 

Fishermen blockaded the ports of 
Calais, Dunkirk, Dieppe and 
Boulogne for four days in April in a 
protest against EU fishing quotas. 

The blockades lead to the imple¬ 
mentation of Operation Stack, 
which sees thousands of HGVs 
parked on the coastbound carriage¬ 
way of the M20 as Kent Police battle 
to reduce traffic congestion around 
Dover. 

Delegation 

It is estimated the April blockade 
cost the UK economy £6 million, 
with small firms being cost an aver¬ 
age of £800 at a time when the 
haulage trade is already down 70 
per cent. 

The FSB led a delegation made up 
of UK MEPs and a representative 
from Kent County Council to the 
European Commission in Brussels 
on Wednesday. 

The complaint claims the French 
Government is in breach of its legal 
obligations under the EU treaty, 
which prohibits restrictions on 
imports or exports of goods between 
member states. 

It demands the European 
Commission take action to prevent 
further blockades and secure com¬ 
pensation for hauliers which have

been affected by the disruption. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for 
Kent and Medway, said: “Our small 
businesses are at the forefront when 
there are hold-ups at the Channel 
ports. 

“David Cole, an FSB member in 
Dover, has had to drive to Ashford to 
join Stack and queue to get back to 
Dover harbour. 

“And it is not just cross-Channel 
traffic that is inconvenienced. 
Gridlock on surrounding roads 
makes it difficult for hauliers to 
return to their depots. 

“William Pucknell, from WSG 
Transport in Medway, has had lor¬ 


ries stuck in Stack that were not 
crossing the Channel and required a 
police escort to get his lorry out of the 
queue.” 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC cabinet 
member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic development, said: “I congratu¬ 
late and wholeheartedly back the 
FSB challenge to the French govern¬ 
ment. The misery caused by 
Operation Stack when French strike 
action closes the ports is acutely felt 
in the UK and in France. 

“This is an issue for both our gov¬ 
ernments and they must work 
together and take action to ensure 
that this strike action does not keep 
happening. 

“The cost to 
businesses, not to 
mention the 
inconvenience to 
residents, is unac¬ 
ceptable and 
must stop.” 

Tina Sommer, 

FSB chairman of 
EU and interna¬ 
tional affairs, 
said: “Our mem¬ 
bers are already hit by rising fuel 
costs in the UK. This action in France 
stops them trading and leaves some 
unwilling to expand so they can avoid 
the need to trade across the Channel. 

“The port blockades impact heavily 
on smaller haulage companies as 
they may only have one or two HGVs 
in their fleet, so if one is stuck in 
France they cannot do any work. 

“These blockades cost small busi¬ 
nesses dear and they must stop. The 
French government’s failure to pre¬ 
vent these blockades is a breach of its 
treaty obligations. 

“Its subsequent failure to bring 
these disputes to a close quickly and 
its failure to compensate haulage 
firms that have suffered as a result 
only makes matters worse.”

John Parker of John Parker International, 
based near Hythe, transports horses overseas. 

He said: “We can’t just park up with horses 
in the back. If a lorry gets delayed they can 
park in Stack and the driver can go to sleep. 

‘We have the horses’ welfare to consider. We 
have to get to stables. We have stables at the 
yard at Pedlinge and there is another we use 
in Calais, but if we get there and that is full we 
have to go an hour-and-a-half in the wrong 
direction to get to Bruges. 

“The stables cost £20 or £30 a night per 
horse, we might have 10 on a truck and we 
might have two trucks at a time. 

“You’ve got to pay the drivers, the extra 
diesel too, and it costs us to just be standing 
around. 

“The money all adds up. For just one truck 
you are looking at more than £700 a day. 

“It is also costly to miss flights. We fly horses 
out of Amsterdam airport It costs £4,000 or 
£5,000 to fly a horse to the United States. 

“And these are costs we can’t pass on. There 
is nothing we can do about it. It is our money 
we are losing. Hopefully something can be 
done.”

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Data protection alert as 
lost disk firm takes rap

THE personal details of more than 2,000 
people have gone missing, after a Kent 
insurer lost a computer disk containing 
their information. 


Jubilee Managing Agency has been found in 
breach of the Data Protection Act after it 
emerged some of the policies referred to 
were over 10 years old, expired or had 
been cancelled. 

The disk also included the 
details of former policyholders 
who had since died or moved 
address. In total, the unprotected 
disk contained the personal 
details of 2,100 UK policyhold¬ 
ers, including financial informa¬ 
tion. 

A full investigation was 
launched and uncovered a lack of 
detailed data security procedures and ^ 
policies, as well as insufficient staff 
training at the firm. 

A spokesman said: “Jubilee takes the protec¬ 
tion of its customers’ data very seriously. So as 
soon as we became aware a disk containing some pol¬ 
icyholder personal information had gone missing, we noti¬ 
fied the Information Commissioner’s Office (ICO) and insti¬ 
gated a full investigation. 

“We contacted customers whose details were contained on 
the disk and notified the regulatory authorities. 

‘We have no reason to believe the data was obtained by a 
third party or misused. However, as a precaution we took 
immediate action to advise customers of a 
number of measures to prevent possible mis¬ 
use of their data. 

We set up a helpline for customers who 
had any concerns or queries. We have specif¬ 
ic procedures in place for the transfer of data 
but it is clear that, on this one isolated occa¬ 
sion, these were not followed. 

We have taken on board the ICO’s findings 
and made changes to enhance our proce¬ 
dures and policies.” 

Jubilee ManagingAgency has now signed a 
formal undertaking, outlining that it will 
take reasonable measures to keep personal 
information secure in the future. 

Failure to meet the terms of this is likely to 
lead to further action by the ICO. 

Sally-Anne Poole, head of enforcement and 
investigations at the ICO, said: “This case is 
not only a reminder that the appropriate 
safeguards should be in place to protect per¬ 
sonal information, but that organisations 
must ensure information is accurate and up 
to date. 

“Organisations should only retain personal 
information for as long as necessary. 

“It is a matter of some concern to us that 
expired policies, including financial details, 
were still available and stored on unencrypt¬ 
ed devices.” 

Irfan Baluch, head of the specialist technol¬ 
ogy and media team at Kings Hill-based 
Vertex Law LLP, said: With rising concerns 
among the public regarding the security of 
their data, especially in light of increased 
press coverage regarding identity theft, it is 
more important than ever for organisations 
to ensure they are following best practice in 
terms of data security and not just paying lip-service to min¬ 
imum requirements under the Data Protection Act.” 

He recommends organisations adopt a few simple meas¬ 
ures to significantly reduce their risk: 

• Have a good understanding of how data is captured, used 


and shared by the organisation. 

• Ensure you have a clear policy that covers 
each stage of data processing. 

• Have clear contractual arrangements with any 
third parties with whom data is to be shared (this 
includes group companies). 

• If you are collecting data online 
make sure your privacy policy is rele¬ 
vant to your business. 

• Most businesses are in a state of 
continuous evolution, so review all the 
policies and procedures regularly to 
make sure that the commercial reali¬ 
ty of what you want to achieve is cov¬ 
ered. 

• Nominate a central resource within 
the organisation who can answer the 
inevitable queries which arise. 

Richard Green, an adviser at 
Business Link Kent, said: “If your 
business requires you to store people’s 
personal details, such as customer or 
employee records, then you must com¬ 
ply with the 1998 Data Protection Act. 

“If your company is processing per¬ 
sonal information covered by the act, 
data protection principles will apply. 

“These include ensuring that infor¬ 
mation is processed fairly and lawful¬ 
ly; is adequate, relevant and not 
excessive; kept secure with appropri¬ 
ate technical and organisational 
measures; and not kept for any longer 
than is necessary for the purpose for 
which it is being used. 

“A lot of the principles of data pro¬ 
tection are common sense, but if you 
are in any doubt, call 0845 600 9006 to 
talk to a Business Link adviser. 

“The Data Protection Act also 
requires businesses to give details 
about the way they process personal 
information to the ICO for inclusion 
in a public register, unless they are 

exempt. 

“This is called notification and there is a small 
annual fee. Use our online tool at 
www.businesslink.gov.uk/southeast to find out if your 
business has a legal requirement to notify the ICO.”

100 YEARS AGO: IT may have been 
the middle of July, but the weather 
was anything but balmy in the 
South East of England. 

Kent’s chances of beating Essex 
were dashed when a violent storm 
hit the old county ground at Leyton. Kent had been in 
a strong position, posting 448 in their first innings, 
with 177 of them coming from AP Day’s bat. 

However, the home side were 47 for 1 in reply 
when the rain sent the teams back to the pavilion, 
never to return. It wasn’t just the East End of London 
that took a battering. 

A cyclone hit the village of Horsmonden, ripping an 
oak tree out of the ground at School House Farm, 
meaning the safest thing to do was stay indoors and 
play quoits. 

In the Maidstone & District Quoits League there 
was what Sky Sports would now refer to as a ‘show¬ 
down,’ with Royal Exchange Burham winning a cru¬ 
cial game against Morning Star to stay top of the 
table ahead of Kings Arms Loose. 




50 YEARS AGO: THE way the English 
language has evolved over half a 
century can be gauged by a news¬ 
paper headline marking the arrival 
of festival week at St Lawrence. 

‘Canterbury Goes Gay for Cricket Week,’ boomed 
one front page, noting the arrival of flags and flowers 
to greet the teams. 

The Mote meanwhile hosted a game between a 
Les Ames XI and a Lord’s Taverners side including a 
pre-knighthood Harry Secombe, Eric Sykes and the 
thespian Tony Britton. 

For a bit of unreconstructed action there was the 
tug-of-war at Fordwich which saw a Canterbury 
team pull its rivals from Deal into the River Stour, 
while in football Gravesend & Northfleet signed 
Arsenal’s reserve keeper Norman Coe for the season. 
Coe was to train at Highbury and turn out for the Fleet 
on match days. 



25 YEARS AGO: A HUGE clear-up oper¬ 
ation began at Brands Hatch (pic¬ 
tured), after a crowd of 160,000 
watched Niki Lauder win the British 
Grand Prix, to general disappointment 
from fans hoping for a win from Nigel 
Mansell or Derek Warwick. 

Richard Ellison was trying to take his call-up into 
the England side to play the West Indies in his stride. 
The Kent bowler said he would “try not to show his 
nerves”. No small achievement given he’d have to 
bowl atViv Richards. 

Gillingham were awarded £5,000 by an FA tribunal 
following Phil Handford’s move to Wimbledon, rising 
to £7,000 at 25 appearances. With Handford gone, 
manager Keith Peacock was running his eye over tri- 
allists Tarki Micallief and Dave Shearer. 

On the other side of Blue Bell Hill, David Pleat, then 
manager of Luton, as opposed to ITV’s professor 
emiritus of the bleeding obvious, was in talks with 
Maidstone United manager Bill Williams over a deal 
for midfielder Mark Newson, with Lincoln’s Colin 
Murphy also interested.

“I feel like I have benefitted from it”, she 
said. “What it has shown me is it’s something

“I want to play against the best teams in the 
world regularly. It’s made me want to come 
back, work hard and improve so next time we 
have better results.” 


How Gravesend tamed mighty Spurs 


Going over 
old ground

DRIVING around Gravesend and Northfleet 
now it’s difficult to imagine that a present- 
day Premier League side once suffered a 
shock defeat in a town they would later use 
as an official ‘nursery’. 

Calling it a giant-killing depends on how 
elastic your interpretation of the word giant is 
and if you believe it can be accurately applied 
to Tottenham Hotspur, but Gravesend United 
did beat Spurs here in a league fixture during 
the 1900-01 season, the year Tottenham won 
the FA Cup as a non-league side. 

Both clubs were then members of the fledg¬ 
ling professional Southern League, United 
joining just three years after they were 
formed in 1893 and after two indifferent sea¬ 
sons in the Kent League.

They initially played at two grounds, one 
on the Overcliffe on a site now completely 
developed and the other at Pelham Road, 
now a girls’ grammar school. 

The win over Tottenham is the club’s only 
real claim to fame. That season they finished 
13th out of 15 clubs and rejoined the Kent 
League, twice finishing runners-up before 
going out of business in 1914. 


It’s fair to say Tottenham’s balloon has 
since risen higher, even if the chasm between 
expectation and achievement at White Hart 
Lane has seldom been bridged. 

Part of this ascent was down to an official 
nursery agreement with Northfleet United 
from 1923. 

According to Soccer Histoiy magazine, 37 
players graduated from Northfleet to play for 
Tottenham, with nine of them becoming full 
internationals. 

Gravesend United were revived as an 
amateur side in 1932, playing on a site now 
partially covered by housing off Central 
Avenue and the Ascot Arms in one comer. 

They played a season there in the Kent 
League after the Second World War, before 
merging with Northfleet in 1946. 

Looking at the site now, officially a public 
open space, it’s difficult to imagine senior 
football being played here. 

There’s a single goal, with no grass left 
between the posts, some rudimentary play 
equipment and a bin for dog muck. 

Spurs fans may wince at recent memories 
of being humbled at Grimsby or Burnley, but 
life was often grimmer for their ancestors.

IT’S not often local politics and 
sport intertwine, which will be a 
sense of relief for many, but 
when the two did combine in 
November 2006, it set the stan¬ 
dard of what could be achieved 
across the county. 

While some councils across Kent continue to 
turn their back on helping their town’s football 
clubs, notably Sheppey United and Maidstone 
over the years, Dartford council realised the 
potential for a new stadium for a club that had 
been exiled for 14 years. 

Jeremy Kite, Conservative leader of 
Dartford council, isn’t your stereotypical 
Tory. Some of his views have more in com¬ 
mon with Ken Livingstone as they do with 
George Osborne, but he was a prime mover 
behind the £7.5 million Princes Park project. 

When the scheme was unveiled one web¬ 
site reported: “A football club with an average 
gate of 200 is to be given a new stadium 
worth £6million.” 

The subtext of that was clear enough, as 
was the scathing commentary that appeared 
in Private Eye, implying the council had 
flushed public money down the toilet. 

Kite begs to differ. 

“You couldn’t look a town like Dartford in 
the eye if it didn’t have its own football club,” 
he argues. “It would have been immoral not 
to do it. 

“We were looking at all sorts of projects for 
regeneration and in the past shiny, gated 
communities had been built, which were fine 
for the people moving in, but the community 
didn’t get a lot out of it.” 

Kite instead banked on a publicly-owned 
eco-friendly stadium that wouldn’t be out of 
place in the Football League. 

“Now everybody thinks it’s a great idea,” 
Kite says, though he argues it wasn’t a vote¬ 
chasing exercise. 

“It’s made me more popular than before, 
but probably three-quarters of the people in 


the stadium don’t support me politically,” he 
claims. “There are lots of wiser ways to spend 
the money to get votes, but it doesn’t come 
down to politics. I’m a Dartfordian first and a 
Conservative second.” 

Yet fans of rival clubs can only look on in 
envy at what Kite, who has been made a 
director of the club, has done for Dartford 
and fellow councillors, with an eye on the 
potential electoral gains have sought his 
advice. 

“Initially they thought it was some kind of 


alchemy,” Kite says. “A lot of them are under 
pressure to do something similar, but when 
they realised it wasn’t alchemy they proba¬ 
bly weren’t up for it.” 

By his own admission, Kite says it was “a 
fairly mad decision” but no madder than 
what’s happened at Margate, where thou¬ 
sands were squandered on an abortive proj¬ 
ect to redevelop Hartsdown Park, now a 
shadow of the ground it was at the start of 
the decade. 

At Gillingham a periodic desire to leave 


Priestfield for Cuxton or elsewhere remains 
unfulfilled and in Maidstone, where the only 
thing going up at Whatman Way is the 
height of the weeds, Kite is a cult hero. 

“Public money is there to be spent on public 
things,” Kite concludes. “Councils would 
squander money on smaller projects and there 
would be no legacy. Now you can drive down 
Princes Road and see the stadium, a commu¬ 
nity facility and a home for Dartford FC which 
will be there long after we’re all gone.” 

Which doesn't sound too mad at all. 


Notts County snap up teen 
ace from coaching school 

TEENAGER Jamie O’Connell is celebrating 
after signing scholarship forms with Notts 
County. 

The 16-year-old penned a two-year deal 
with the League Two club, who have just 
announced former England manager Sven- 
Goran Eriksson as director of football, which 
will see him join the Magpies’ youth team. It 
was a relief for the West Mailing striker, who 
was released by Gillingham last season.

Stupples back on form 
in lime for Open charge 

KAREN Stupples made a welcome return to 
form as she began her final preparations for 
the Women’s British Open next week. 

The 36-year-old, from Deal, shot a four- 
under-par round of 68 in Thursday’s first 
round at the Evian Masters in France. It put 
her among the early front-runners at the 
tournament, which finishes today. 

The world number 45 plays the majority of 
her golf on the LPGA Tour in North America, 
but has only played in seven events so far this 
season, making just three cuts. She is compet¬ 
ing in Europe for the first time this season 
ahead of the British Open, which will be held 
at Royal Lytham & St Annes next week.

Why Kolpak players have been a success for 
Kent and are vital to the county game’s future 


THE number of Kolpak players in j 
county cricket has long been a 
source of discontent for purists in 
the game, but Kent chairman 
George Kennedy believes they 
have been a success at I 

Canterbury. I 

The Kolpak ruling allows players I 
from countries with associate trade W 
agreements with the European 
Union, such as South Africa and 
West Indies, who are no longer 
involved in international cricket, to 
play county cricket without being 
classed as overseas players. 

However, the issue came to a 
head last May when Leicestershire 
and Northamptonshire fielded 10 
Kolpak players between them, a 
move that courted criticism from all 
and sundry. SUCCESS: Kenl 

At Kent, the club have recruited Martin van Jaari 
several Kolpak cricketers including 
Martin van Jaarsveld, Justin Kemp and Ryan 
McLaren, and all three have won games for the 
county in the last couple of years. 

Kennedy, who admits fielding Kolpak cricketers may 
become a thing of the past due to new stringent visa 
guidelines, believes the South African contingent at St 
Lawrence have benefited the club. 

“The object of county cricket is to produce players 
for England, but from the members’ point of view it’s 
to produce a team on the field that will win games for 
Kent,” he said. “It’s still a spectator sport and if you 
want bums on seats then you have to 
get the best possible players. In 
my view Kolpak was a way of 
achieving that. I’m quite 
happy with the 


Kolpak situation as long as it’s not abused and it 
doesn’t keep young up and coming players out of the 
squad. But getting visas now is so incredibly difficult 
that it’s very hard indeed to see this system survive.” 

Next season will see a new Twenty20 competition in 
place that will allow counties to feature one Indian 

international cricketer in their side, as 
well as the club’s chosen overseas 
^ player. The new T20 Cup, which it is f 
hoped will mirror the highly lucrative 
" Indian Premier League, also allows 
counties to field other internationals,

D esperate times call for 
desperate measures. With 
Kent announcing operat¬ 
ing losses of £706,536 for 
the financial year in February 
chairman George Kennedy and 
the club’s committee had to 
make the tough call of making 
seven staff members redundant 
before Christmas. 

It was just the latest in a line of tough 
calls the Kent chairman has been involved 
in after taking over from Carl Openshaw as 
chairman in March last year. 

Soon after taking over the hot seat, the 
68-year-old Scot was immediately faced 
with having to announce the delay of the 
redevelopment of the St Lawrence Ground. 

Having set out in his acceptance speech 
that he wanted to push the ground develop¬ 
ment through during his time as chairman, 
it was a big blow when plans were put on 
hold last December, something he and the 
club have been trying to rectify ever since. 

Outspoken 

That was followed later in the year with 
Kent’s relegation from Division One in the 
County Championship, something for 
Kennedy, like all Kent supporters, didn’t go 
down well. 

Asked his thoughts after the defeat to 
Durham on the final day of last summer, 
Kennedy was outspoken about the lack of 
supporters in the ground that day, much to 
the chagrin of Kent members who sent him 
letters of their displeasure at his comments. 

Having apologised for his opinion being 
taken out of context, including phoning dis¬ 
gruntled members, the outspoken Scot 
won’t apologise for what he meant. 

“It was the last day of the season, the sun 
was shining and I was looking around the 
ground with us having just been relegated 
by Durham, and I said ‘what a pity more 
supporters didn’t turn up to support us.’ 

“I got literally dozens of letters from people 
saying how dare you insult us, why should 
we watch a load of rubbish like Kent?’ 

“I found that offensive, we are not a load 
of rubbish, the guys were out there trying 
their best to win and I think if you support 
a team you should support them. When 
people say it was an unwinnable match, 
what’s the point of turning up? That’s not 
my type of support. 

“I apologised on the website, I have writ¬ 


ten letters and I have phoned people up. I am 
genuinely sorry they are upset, but I support 
Kent and I support them all the way. If other 
people choose not to then that’s fine. It was 
unfortunate, but on reflection I would say the 
same thing again.” 

Having experienced professional sport from 
a young age after playing for rugby league 
side Hull Kingston Rovers, he knows what a 
club needs to survive. 

Since taking over as chairman early last 
year, Kennedy, who lives in Chilham, has 
talked about making the St Lawrence Ground 


“fit for purpose” and not just relying on funds 
accrued during the cricketing summer. 

While the £10 million redevelopment is 
seen as the way of doing that, Kennedy 
believes the county need to concentrate on 
competitions such as Twenty20, which has 
proved to be a valuable source of income. 

“Almost the day I became chairman I said I 
wanted to see the club become fit for purpose. 
Finances for cricket are very difficult and 
while county cricket is great, commercially 
you are paying the players top dollar so when 
you have only got a few people in the ground, 


it is very difficult indeed. Monday’s T20 quar¬ 
ter-final has sold 5,500 tickets in advance and 
you would expect to get at least another 50 
per cent at the gate and that’s getting near a 
record crowd. 

“I must say I love county cricket and I want 
to see us do well, but I want to see us survive 
as well and the only way we can do things in 
county cricket is to get money from other 
sources. If that’s through Twenty20 then why 
not? We have tried every format but there is 
no question that the public’s button has been 
hit by Twenty20.”

FOR most footballers the summer 
holidays are spent dividing their 
time between the beach and the 
PlayStation, but for Barry Fuller it 
has been a break to remember. 

A fortnight after captaining Gillingham to 
victory in the play-off final at Wembley, Fuller 
married long-term girlfriend Laura. 

The couple have two young children togeth¬ 
er and are also in the process of moving house 
to accommodate their growing family. 

For Fuller, who turns 25 next month, having 
a stable background at home has made a huge 
difference to his form on the pitch. 

Looking back on his days as a young profes¬ 
sional, he believes the responsibilities of hav¬ 
ing a young family helped him avoid the pit- 
falls that ruin many promising careers. 

“When I was 18 or 19 at Charlton I wasn’t a 


tearaway but I was going out every weekend 
having a good time drinking with my mates”, 
he told Kent on Sunday. 

“I had a real kick up the backside when I 
got released by Charlton [at 22] and didn’t 
have a club. 

“When I was released it brought it home to 
me if I didn’t have a job I wouldn’t be able to 
provide for my daughter [then aged one]. I 
have been on that straight road ever since. 

Relax 

“I want to be able to go home and relax when 
I’m not at training and spend time with my 
family. That’s the thing for me, now we are 
married and have kids I know I have to pro¬ 
vide for them. 

“Since I’ve had my kids that’s put my mind 
at ease now, I know I have to take responsi¬ 
bility.” 

Following his release from the Valley, Fuller 


was signed by Mark Stimson at Stevenage. 

After 18 months in the Conference the full¬ 
back followed his manager to Priestfield and 
after an unconvincing start he thrived once 
he was handed the captain’s armband last 
season. 

The Ashford-bom defender is now relishing 
the chance to make up for lost time and show 
any doubters the squad have the quality to 
succeed in League One. 

He said: “We want to prove to everyone we 
are good enough to be at that level.

CARL Rook is hoping make the leap from non¬ 
league goal machine to a fully-fledged profes¬ 
sional after earning a trial at Brighton & Hove 
Albion. 

The 26-year-old caught the eye of Seagulls 
boss Russell Slade after netting almost 50 
goals in two seasons for Ryman Premier side 
Tonbridge Angels. He was offered the chance 
to impress in training this week and was due 
to feature in the club’s pre-season friendly 
against Crawley Town on Friday night. 

He told Kent on Sunday the experience had 
been a revelation. 

“It’s good to see how they live, everything is 
geared towards making them as good as they 
can be”, he said. “I’m already looking after 
myself differently after seeing how the profes¬ 
sionals train and that can only be a good 
thing.” 

Competition for places is stiff. Brighton, who

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ACCIDENTS HAPPEN 


Brands passed test dav s 
before teen racer’s death

IT HAS been revealed that Kent’s 
Brands Hatch passed a stringent 
track inspection just days before 
the tragic death of Formula Two 
star Henry Surtees. 

There is due to be a full investigation into 
the accident that led to the death of the 18- 
year-old at the Kent circuit during last week¬ 
end’s Formula Two race, but Kent on Sunday 
understands FIA officials pronounced the 
track safe two days before the first race. 

Surtees from Edenbridge, near Sevenoaks, 
died after a wheel from another race car 
struck him on the head while he was travel¬ 
ling at 120mph during the second F2 race. 

Podium finish 

The blow knocked him unconscious and 
after being airlifted to Royal London Hospital 
he was pronounced dead on Sunday night. 

The previous day, the son of 1964 Formula 
One world champion John Surtees was cele¬ 
brating his first podium finish of the series. 
He was tipped to follow in his father’s foot¬ 
steps into Formula One. 

F2 co-ordinator Chris Dredge was one of 
the first people on the scene directly after the 
freak accident. He believes the track’s med¬ 
ical team did eveiything they could to save 
the young driver’s life and insists Brands 
Hatch is a safe place to race. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The medical 
teams were fantastic. I don’t think they could 
have done any more as they were at the 
scene straight away. 

“As for the safety of the track, the FIA were 
at the circuit on the Thursday before to do a 
track inspection. They saw the track fit to

race on and it passed all the sections of their 
inspection.” 

Dredge spent the majority of the weekend 
with Surtees and his family and was with 
him at the medical centre after the accident. 
He admitted it has been difficult to come to 
terms with the loss. 

He said: “I got to know Henry and John 
Surtees very well in the last eight months. It 
was just such a shock on Sunday night, but it 
just goes to show how quickly things can 
change. One minute he was celebrating his 
first podium and then the next we were all 
stunned to hear of his death. 

“I spent the majority of the day with Hemy 
and John. I remember taking Henry to the 
driver’s autograph session in the morning. 
There wasn’t much space in the van so 
Hemy had to sit on somebody’s lap, but he 
was still joking around. 

“That is the sort of happy go-lucky person 
he was. He was a well-liked member of the 
paddock and we will all miss him.” 


A full investigation into the accident will be 
carried out into the events of last weekend as 
the track bids to make motor racing safer. 

With the series in its infancy having 
launched earlier this year, the safety of the 
Williams FI designed F2 car has been 
defended by Jonathan Palmer, head of 
MotorSportVision - the organisation that 
runs the series. 

He said: “The cars comply with the FIA 
2005 FI safety standards, including the 
fitment of wheel tethers to reduce the risk of 
wheels coming off in accidents. 

“As with FI, however, wheel tethers cannot 
provide an absolute guarantee that a wheel 
will not come off in an accident and in a sin¬ 
gle-seater race car, the front of the head is 
inevitably exposed to the risk of being hit by 
another car or component.” 

The F2 series will continue at Donington 
Park on August 15 where a memorial service 
will be held to allow drivers and fans to pay 
their respects. 


Resurgent Key admits pressure was on 


ROB Key admits he has felt under 
pressure at times as Kent captain 
this summer after having gone 
through a lean spell with the bat, 
writes Glenn Pearson, 

The usually unflappable skip¬ 
per has been tested this season 
more than most after a barren 
time opening the innings. 

With a top score of 33 in all com¬ 
petitions before the championship 
game at Surrey earlier in the 
month, the 30-year-old began to 
feel the pressure of telling his team¬ 
mates they needed to improve on 
certain aspects of their game. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The 
captaincy was not the reason I 
wasn’t playing well, but I must 
admit it was pretty tough telling 


people to buck their ideas up and 
tell them what to do, when both 
they and I knew that I hadn’t 
been doing it myself.” 

The old saying that one knock 
can get you back into form rang 
true when Key hit 123 at The 
Oval two weeks ago. 

Everything seemed to click for 
the East Dulwich-bom batsman 
and he took that form into last 
weekend’s championship game 
with Glamorgan at Cardiff, 
where his 270 not out helped 
Kent win the game by an innings 
and 45 runs. 

Going into tomorrow’s crucial 
Twenty20 Cup quarter-final 
against Durham Dynamos at 
Canterbury, Key is likely to play

a vital part in the game. 

“It has been a tough start to the 
summer but it looks as though I 
have come in to some form at
